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HIGH WATER IN OHIO. 


Trains Delayed by the Washing Out 
of Bridges—Apprehension at 
Cincinnati, 


SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, Jan. 20. — Train 
service all over Ohio was badly crippled to- 
day, and in some places paralyzed on ac- 
count of last night’s heavy rainfall, meas- 
uring almost two inches. Washouts were nu- 
merous, and in several cases bridges were 
carried: away by swollen streams. A gale 
followed, wrecking telegraph and telephone 
systems. 

The Big Four trains were unable to get 
over the Scioto River to-day and had to 
use the Panhandle tracks to get into Co- 
lumbus. The Panhandle, on the other hand, 
had a bridge wrecked at Morrow and had 
to use the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
tracks to get from Dayton to Cincinnati. 
All Ohio Southern trains were delayed by 
high water at various points en route. 
Other roads all over the State had the 
Same story to relate. In addition, the train 
service was badly crippled, owing to the 
wires being down. 

Great apprehension is felt at Cincinnati 
over the extraordinary downpour, as the 
Ohio was already at a high point and on 
the eve of doing great damage. 


DROWNED IN FLOODED STREAMS. 


Several Lives Lost in Indiana and 
Tennessee, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 20.—Fears are 
entertained here of a flood. The Ohio is 
rising. steadily. Reports received indicate 
that much damage was done throughout 
the State last night by the heavy rain and 
wind storm. 

Thomas Cross; ‘a drummer from™”North 
Vernon, Ind.,- was drowned while crossing 
a swollen stream near West Baden, Ind. A 
son of a farmer named Drury and a negro 
farm hand, who were riding a horse across 
a Cumberland River ford in Jackson Coun- 
ty, Tenn., were drowned. In Kentucky a 
Methodist church, near Falmouth, was un- 
roofed, and farmhouses in Garrard, Gray- 
son, Henderson, Union, and Hickman 
Counties were damaged. The Licking, Big 
Sandy, Cumberland, and Green Rivers and 
all their tributaries are booming, and many 
of them are out of banks. 

The towboat Job Williams, with a. tow of 
sixty coal boats, was caught in the storm 
above Leavenworth, Ind., last night. Four- 
teen of the coal boats were sunk and two 
of the steamer’s crew were washed over- 
board and drowned, 


NEWPORT ESTATE SOLD. 


Mrs. Frances Ogden Sells Property to 


George G. Haven, 


NEWPORT, Jan. 20.—To-day it was au- 
thoritatively given out that the Callender 
estate on Narragansett Avenue has been 
sold by Mrs. Frences Ogden to George Gris- 
wold Haven, a well-known banker of New 
York, who intends to build a villa upon the 
land from plans of Architect J. D. John- 
ston of this city. Mr. Haven is a nephew 
of J. N. A. Griswold. 

Mr. Haven formerly owned property on 
Ochre Point, which now belongs to Mrs. Jo- 
siah M. Fiske and Mrs. Ogden. R. S. Palm- 
er of New York, a relative of Mr. Haven, 
owned the well-known schooner yacht Yam- 
pa, which was recently sold to the Emperor 
of Germany. 


CLOTHIERS SUED FOR $250,000. 


Syracuse Firm Asked to Pay Damages 
on a Building in Detroit. 


DETROIT, Jan. 20.—A suit for $250,000 
damages was commenced this afternoon by 
the Majestic Building Company against W. 
S. Peck & Co., wholesale clothiers of Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., doing a retail department busi- 
ness in Detroit under the name of the Mab- 
ley & Goodfellow Company. 

The latter firm owns ua lease of part of the 
Majestic Building for ten years, rental 
being on the percentage plan, according to 
the gross receipts of the firm. They have 
never occupied more than four floors of the 
building, and the building company insists 
that the contracts call upon them to oc- 
cupy eight. This decrease in its income, 
the Majestic Company alleges, renders it 
difficult to meet the heavy interest on 
mortgages now nearly due, hence the suit. 


CONTAGION IN PHILADELPHIA. 


A Typhoid Fever Epidemic and a Yel- 
low Fever Ship in Port, 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 20.—The epidemic 
of typhoid fever in the northwestern sec- 
tion of the city has become so alarming 
that Councils to-day considered a resolution 
that the Secretary of the Treasury be asked 
to send the Surgeon General here to exam- 
ine the water of the Schuylkill River and 
the Queen Lane Reservoir, the chief sources 
of supply for the infected district. There 
was some opposition to the measure, and 
after debate it was referred to the Health 
Committee. 

The health authorities declare that they 
have done everything in their wer to 
check the spread of the disease. There have 
been 366 new cases reported during the last 
two weeks. 

The schooner John H. Tingue, which left 
Kingston with a cargo of logwood a week 
ago, is held in quarantine. She arrived here 
to-day, with her mate, steward, and one 
seaman down with yellow fever. It is said 
that the cases are of a mild character, 


Meteor Observed by Daylight. 


SAN JOSE, Cal., Jan. 20.—The following 
telephone message has been received from 
Director Schable of Lick Observatory. 

“The unusual phenomenon of a bright 
meteor in broad daylight was observed here 
by B. F. Coddington, Fellow in Astronomy 
at the observatory. It was seen in the 
west shortly after 1 o’clock P. M., at an 
elevation of about eight degrees above the 
horizon, moving very rapidly toward the 
north in a path slightly inclined toward the 
earth. It increas in brightness along its 
course and disappeared suddenly in a clear 
sky without any explosion being heard.” 
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GREEN-GOODS MEN TRAPPED | THE MARYLAND SENATORSHIP. | COUBANS LAYINGDOWN ARMS | BAY STATE GAS WAR ENDED. 


John Reedy, Postmaster and Tele- 
graph Operator at Pocantico 
Hills, Held as an Accomplice. 


COMSTOCK’S SHREWD WORK 


An Elaborately Organized Gang, with 
Its Tracks Well Covered, Work- 
ing an Old Swindle with 
Some New Features. 


The most important captures of green 
goods men that have been made in a long 
time were effected yesterday under the 
leadership of Anthony Comstock of the S8o- 
ciety for the Suppression of Vice. One ar- 
rest was that of John Reedy, Postmaster, 
Tax Collector, telegraph operator, and sta~ 
tion agent of the New York and Pytnam 
Railroad at Pocantico Hills, N. Y. 

Mr. Comstock, with other Inspectors of 
the Post Office Department, has been work- 
ing on the case since last June. The green 
goods men had an unusually elaborate and 
skillful organization, and their capture was 
very difficult. 

The circular first sent out is typewritten, 
and generally resembles the old kind, so 
familiar to the police of every city in the 


country. It offers, as usual, bargains in 
counterfeit money, but it contains several 
new features. It seems to have been sent 
to leading and successful business men, and 
declares that the operators wish to do busi- 
ness with people of that kind. This fact is 
cited as evidence that the transactiong are 
to be “straight.” ‘‘ You know we are not 
so foolish as to attempt to swindle as 
shrewd a man as you are known to be,” is 
the tenor of this appeal to vanity. It seems 
to have been successful, as there is reasop 
to believe that the victims have been many. 
The “ green goods swindlers”’ are roundly 
denounced and ridiculed in the circular, 
which also refers to the alleged fact that 
a large proportion of the people of the 
country are in favor of indefinite expansion 
of the currency, as was proved by their 
votes last Fall. The writer says he was for 
twenty-two years employed in the Bureau 
of Engraving at Washington, and, having 
engraved the plates for one, five, and ten- 
dollar notes, had made duplicates for him- 
self. The a of the circular was in- 
structed to telegraph A. B. Crum, Pocan- 
tico Hills, N. Y., if he desired to do busi- 
ness, a message saying ‘“‘ Mr. -Knox lives 
at Same Street.’”’ The number he was to 
use corresponded to a number assigned him, 
it is supposed, in the register of the gang. 


How They Did It. 


The special circular Mr. Comstock got 
hold of was addressed to a business man in 
Detroit, Mich. At Mr. Comstock’s request 
this man telegraphed, as directed, He soon 
received another typewritten letter enclos- 
ing a new and good dollar bill between two 
slips of oil paper. The letter with apparent 
anxiety explained that the bill might smut 
or smear a little in passing through the 


mails, having been taken fresh from the 
paeee, A little paste had been put on the 
ack so as to make it stick slightly to the 
paper and carry out this illusion. 

The price of the counterfeit, of which 
the enclosure was given as a sample, was 
stated at 25 cents a hundred. Elaborate 
directions were given to the supposed vic- 
tim. He was to go to Portchester and regis- 
ter at the Portchester Hotel, registering 
his name and State. Before leaving home 
he was to telegraph “ W. Garcia, Pocantico 
Hills, N. Y.,” giving a number expressing 
the quantity of “goods” hé intended to 
take. Just before taking thedrain he was 
to telegraph again, telling the tinie of this 
arrival in Portchester.° 

The circulars were mailed from New York 
in an envelope having as return address 
“FF. and A. W. Lodge A., Box 20, 109 Eighth 
Avenue.” ‘There is a cigar store with let- 
ter boxes at 109 Highth Avenue, The pro- 
prietor readily gave the officials all the in- 
formation he had, which was that he had 
inclosed all the mail for Box 20 in addressed 
envelopes, which were furnish him by the 
man who rented the box. These letters 
went to Murray, 600 Ninth Avenue, 

Mr. Comstock chose a young man named 
Hanse at Stamford, Conn., to act as “ come 
on.” <All the directions were faithfully 
complied with. Yesterday Mr. Comstock, 
Post Office Inspector J. D. King, and Dep- 
uty Marshal McAviney left here on the up 
train. At Portchester King and McAviney, 
who feared they had been “ spotted,” left 
the train on the up side and went into 
town. Mr. Comstock went into the up de- 
pot, where he could see through a window 
what was done on the down side. 

In a short time the down train arrived, 
and Hanse got off. He was promptly ac- 
costed by a handsomely dressed young man, 
who went to the hotel with him and reg- 
istered just under him as “TT. Frank.” 
Hanse registered the name he had signed 
to his telegrams, and went to Room 1. In 
a few minutes a man, who was later found 
to be George Morris, tapped at his door and 
gave the password agreed on, “ Safety.” 
They talked “ business,” and Hanse agreed 
to take $13,000 in counterfeits and to pay 
$1,000 good money for them, but said he 
would have to telegraph his brother, whom 
he had left at Stamford with the money. 

Morris went to the lobby, and in a few 
minutes recognized Mr. Comstock, who had 
walked in. Morris then strolled into the 
kitchen, where Mr. Comstock followed and 
arrested him. He was, brought to this city, 
and appeared before Commissioner Shields 
on the charge of using, the mails for 
fraudulent purposes. By advice of his coun- 
sel, George R. Simpson of Abraham Levy’s 
office, he refused to say anything. He was 
committed to Ludlow Street Jail in default 
of $2,500 bail, until Jan. 28, when he will be 
examined, 

“7 Frank.” whose handwriting was 
found in the hotel register in many differ- 
ent handwritings, escaped. So did two other 
men who are believed to be members of 
the gang. 

Late yesterday afternoon Mr. Comstock 
went to Pocantico Hills and arrested John 
Reedy, who is known all along the line of 
the New York and Putnam Road. He is 
the station agent. and telegraph operator 
there, and Collector of Taxes, and was ap- 
pointed Postmaster by President McKinley 
Dec. 1. When Mr. Comstock and Mr. King 
went to him, on Dec. 6 and 7, and asked 
where the telegrams sent to the green-goods 
addresses were delivered he said he did not 
know; that sometimes a man and sometimes 
a boy took them, and he took no receipts. 

In investigating the Post Office books, the 
Inspectors found that a registered letter 
from New York had arrived for him regu- 
larly every month. When he was asked 
about this, he said the letters were from 
people sending money to pay taxes. The 
Post Office records here show that these 
letters were sent by William Murray of 600 
Ninth Avenue, the address given for the 
delivery of replies sent here to the green 
goods circulars. 

As there was nobody to take charge of the 
station, Post Office, or telegraph office last 
night Reedy was left at Pocantico Hills at- 
tending to his duties in the custody of a 
Deputy Marshal. 

Nothing was found at 600 Ninth Avenue 
to give a trace of the gang, the real head- 
quarters of which is believed to be at New 
Canaan, Conn.

Historic Property in Poughkeepsie 
Bought for a Museum, 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Jan, 20.—The 
Wahawiniwasigh Chapter of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution of this 
city have purchased the “Old Stone 
House’ here, which was the home of Gov. 
George Clinton during the revolution, when 
Poughkeepsie was capital of the State. 
Washington and Lafayette were frequently 
guests at the house, but it has been known 
as a roadhouse for twenty years. 

The Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion will turn it into a museum for histori- 
cal records.

SYNDICATE BUYS WIRE PLANTS. 


J. P. Morgan, Head of a Concern, to 
Control Two-thirds of the Stock. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—Ex-Judge Gary, at- 
torney for the American Steel and Wire 
Company, said to-day that the corporation 
intended to purchase wire plants all over 
the country and have contracts now to take 
up two plants at Joliet, two more plants at 
Pittsburg, one at Cleveland, one at Allen- 
town, Penn.; one at St. Louis, one at Lock- 
port, Ill.; one at Waukega, two at Worces- 
ter, Mass., and one in Kansas. 

Expert accounts and mechanical engi- 
neers are at work appraising the properties 
and examining their accounts.

LAUNCHING OF THE KASAGI. 


Secretary Long’s Daughter Christens 
the Japanese Warship. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 20.—The Japanese 
warship Kasagi was launched at Cramps’ 
shipyard at 12:57 P. M. to-day. The pro- 
gramme was carried out as previously an- 
nounced, but the exercises were marred by 
a heavy rainstorm. Miss Helen Long, 
daughter of the Secretary of the Navy, 
christened the ship, but, instead of breaking 
a bottle of champagne on the prow, she re- 
leased six doves from a basket as the ves- 
sel began to slide down the ways. This was 
in accordance with the Japanese custom. 

The Washington party came from the cap- 
ital in a special train. The salute accorded 
the foreign fighter at that moment was no 
less noisy than that given to American war- 
ships on their maiden dips. There was just 
as much cheering and tooting of whistles 
and handshaking, and ationality seemed 
to be forgotten, 

Indeed, the select party on the christening 
stand was of a somewhat polygot character. 
It included not only high functionaries of 
this country and Japan, but members of 
the Diplomatic Corps of Mexico and the 
South American republics. The Ja ese 
Minister, Toru Hoshi, by whose invitation 
Miss Long was chosen to christen the Ka- 
sag, headed the delegation from the Mika- 
do’s Court, and besides those attached to 
his staff in Washington, there were Japan- 
ese present from New York and Chicago. 
The American party from the capital was 
large and notable, including many Govern- 
ment officials.

Gen. J. M. Parra and His Forces 
Surrender at Fomento, Shouting 
for Autonomy and Spain. 


BROTHER OF PRESIDENT MASSO 


Four Lieutenant Colonels and Other 
Officers Among the Prisoners — 
Blanco Says the Form of Sur- 
render Will Be a Model. 


HAVANA, Jan. 20.—The Spanish authori- 
ties report that the insurgent Gen. Juan 
Masso Parra, with the forces under his 
command, Lieut. Cols. Augustine Feria and 
Jose Carmen Hernandez, Majors Feliciano 
Quesada, Saturnino Leon, and Viotorano 
Gomez, with six other officers and 110 
privates, well armed and well supplied with 
ammunition, have surrendered at Fomento 
to the Spanish Gen. Aguirro and Sefior 
Marcos Garcia, Governor of Santa Clara 
Province. 

The insurgents are said to have formed in 
line and delivered up their arms according 
to the ordinance, shouting ‘“ Long live 
Spain!’’ “Long live the Queen Regent! ”’ 
“‘ Long live Spanish Cuba!” and “ Long live 
autonomy!’”’ Gen, Juan Masso Parra is 
a brother of Sefior Bartolome Masso, Pres- 
ident of the Cuban Republic. 

During the last ten days the insurgents 
are said to have lost 115 killed and 34 taken 
prisoners, with 242 Remington rifles. In 
addition to those who surrendered with 


Gen. Juan Masso Parra, according to the 
Spanish authorities, 56 other armed men 
have surrendered, among them two Lieu- 
tenant Colonels, and three other officers. 
The Spanish troops, on the other hand, 
are said to have lost 12 killed and 93 
wounded. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The Spanish 
Minister received a cablegram from Gen. 
Blanco, confirming the preceding dispatch 


and giving the details as there stated. Gen. 
Blanco says the form of presentation was 
of such a dignified character as will serve 
as a model for those to follow.

President McKinley’s Cuban Relief Com- 
mittee, appointed to handle donations and 
subscriptions contributed in this country 
for Cubans, has received a letter from the 
United States Consul at Santiago, Pulaski 
F. Hyatt, stating just what supplies are 
most needed. Two-grain quinine pills, anti- 
pyrine, digestive tablets, camphor tablets, 
opium, ipecac, morphine, ointments, and 
cheap pill and ointment boxes, are badly 


wanted. In clothing, linen goods are de- 
sirable. No food should be sent which will 
not keep well in warm climates. 

The following cablegram was received 
from Consul General Lee by the committee: 


All. shipments have arrived safely and will 
reach those for whom they are intended. Don’t 
send any more oatmeal, hominy, or tomatoes, 
but rice, lard, beans, and the balanté as per 
my previous cable, 


LONDON TIMES ON MR, HITT. 


English Opinion that an Accident May 
Precipitate a Crisis. 


LONDON, Jan. 21.—The Times, in an edl- 
torial this morning on Representative Hitt’s 
speech in the House of Representatives on 
Wednesday, says: 

“We assume that President McKinley 
does not wish his hand to be forced by the 
opposite party. He does not want war 
with Spain, because his heart is set upon 
promoting the economical and commercial 
developments of the United States. Yet it 
remains doubtful whether he will prove 


strong enough to resist the pressure brought 
to bear upon him. 

“One of the usual kaleidoscopic changes 
in American politics has just been effected. 
The Cuban question is evidently much 
graver than it was two days ago, and the 
Government is not any stronger. An ac- 
cident may precipitate anything.” 


Autonomy Among the Defenseless. 


HAVANA, Jan. 20.—The Spanish authori- 
ties announce that 5 armed insurgents, 35 


unarmed insurgents, and 117 women and 
children at Sancti Spiritus, Province of 
Santa Clara, *‘ have accepted autonomy.’”’ 


DEFAULTER’S BETROTHED DEAD. 


Laura Corson, Who Shielded George 
Bogart of Evanston, Expires. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—Miss Laura Corson, 
who was to have married George Bogart, 
the defaulting City Clerk of Evanston, now 
imprisoned at Joliet, is dead. She passed 
away during the evening yesterday at the 
home of her parents, in Cape May, N. J. 

The strain which she underwent at the 
time of her promised husband’s trouble 
broke her health down completely, and she 
had since gradually grown weaker. Her 
death brings to an end one chapter of the 
Evanston political scandal, for her name 
was closely connected with the movements 
of Bogart. It was to her he first told the 


story of his trouble, and she aided in keep- 
ing the police in the dark as to his where- 
abouts. Miss Corson was employed in the 
Evanston Post Office, and was forced to 
resign her position on account of her name 
being connected with Bogart’s escape, It 
was _ her home the ex-City Clerk was ar- 
rested. 


ALABAMA’S BROWN IRON ORE. 


Its Use in Birmingham Will Reduce 
the Cost of Iron 50 Cents a Ton. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Jan. 20.—The South- 
ern Railway has received bids for the con- 
struction for an eight-mile spur track from 
its main line at Leeds, near Birmingham, to 
Oak and Pine Ridges, where last Summer 
the Sloss Iron and Steel Company made a 
discovery of immense deposits of a high 
class brown ore, rich in metallic. iron. 

The track will be built in the near future, 
and the Sloss Company will then commence 
the extensive use of this brown ore at 
their four furnaces at Birmingham. The use 
of the ore will, it is estimated, reduce the 
cost of making iron 50 cents a ton. It is 
much better than the common red ores, and 
has not been used more extensively hereto- 
fore, though always in part, because of its 


limited quantity. The deposits at Leeds, 
after thorough investigation all last Fall, 
were found so.extensive that the Sloss 
Company finally voted $1,000,000 increase of 
its capital stock for their development, and 
this stock was taken by parties already in- 
terested in the company. This prospective 
development is considered one of the most 
important features of the year in Southern 
iron circles.

Prof. Libbey of Princeton to Conduct 
an Exploring Expedition. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Jan. 20.—Prof. Will- 
iam Libbey of Princeton University pro- 
poses to conduct a scientific expedition to 
the Hawaiian Islands during the coming 
Summer. He will take four or five Prince- 
ton students with him, and the party will 
be gone some four or five months. Prof. 
Libbey went to Hawali a few years ago, 
and is thoroughly posted in regard to the 
country. He thinks that there are scien- 
tific treasures on the islands, duplicates of 
whith cannot be found anywhere else. His 
party will thoroughly explore the lava beds, 
the forest} and other places likely to 
contain specimens of biological, archaeolog- 
ical, or botanical value. 

Prof. Libbey explored the Mesa Encan- 
tada in Mexico last Summer, but he thinks 
that the expedition he now has in view 
will be of far greater scientific interest 
than was that. 


GRABBED A BULL BY THE HORNS. 


Lieut. Antonio of the Salvation Army 
Escapes a Goring at Matteawan. 


MATTBAWAN, N. Y., Jan. 20.—Lieut. 
Bugene Antonio, a member of the local 
branch of the Salvation Army, had a nar- 
row escape from being gored to death by a 
bull on Samuel Mahurter’s farm in this vil- 
lage yesterday. Antonio, with a number of 
Salvationists, dressed in the regulation uni- 
form, were visiting Farmer Mahurter. While 
there‘an invitation was extended to them 
to inspect the extensive farmyard near by. 
While looking around Lieut. Antonio be- 
came separated from the party and wan- 
dered into an imeclosure set apart for a 
vicious Guernsey bull. In an instant the 
bull recognized the red wearing’ apparel 
of the young Salvationist, and in a furious 
rage made a plunge at him. 

Antonio, seeing that escape was impos- 
sible, grasped the bull by the horns, and, 
clinging to his head, cried loudly for help. 
The enraged animal carried him about the 
inclosure, and finally pinned him against 
the building. By this time the rest of the 
party, who had been attracted by Antonio’s 
cries for help, came to his assistance, and 
with some difficulty the Salvationist was 
rescued from his perilous position and fort- 
unately escaped with only a few bruises and 
torn clothing.

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PRIMARY ELECTION REFORM 


A National Conference Assembles 
Here to Discuss Suggested 
Improvements. 


~ 


A GOVERNMENT BY CAUCUS 


Greatest Danger to Free Institutions 
Said to Lie in the Present System 
Under “ Boss ” Control—Speak- 
ers from All Sections, 


The National Primary Election Reform 
Conference met in the rooms of the Board 
of Trade and Transportation at 10:30 A. M. 
yesterday. There were present about fifty 
delegates, and it was apparent that the 
Committee on Arrangements had succeeded 
in bringing together a body of men repre- 
senting all sections and nearly all the 
States.

John BE. Milholland’s Speech. 


John E. Milholland, Chairman of the Come 
mittee on Arrangements, called the confer- 
ence to order and made the opening ad- 
dress. He said in part: 

“The movement of which-this conference 
is the first National expression is of com- 
paratively recent growth. Less than a third 
of the States"have any statutory enact- 
ments worth mentioning on the subject of 
primary elections, All these have been 
framed within a decade; most of them 
since the Australian Ballot law went inte 
effect. But though late in its development, 
the origin of this reform must be placed 
far back in our political history. Long. be- 
fore our day the evils of the caucus in the 
large cities were painfully apparent. Cau- 
cus and disorder were synonymous terms 
from the very ning of the Republic. 
Practical politics, even in the days of Burr 
and Jefferson, did not reflect the gentle 
side of life. Lawlessness was a predomi- 
nant feature. Mob rule ran riot. A cen- 
tury has elapsed, and yet after making 
due allowance for the substitution of less 
brutal methods, owing to better intramural 
policing, it must be confessed that this re- 
mains a department of our political life in 
which little progress has been made. There 
is not that wild disorder and violence which 
characterized tne caucus of preceding 
generations. The murderous gangs of the 
Rhynders no longer prowl about the city 
to break up nominating conventions, but 
there is far more dangerous lawlessness in 
the actual workings and practical results of 
the primary as now carried on by the 
machines of both great parties than ever 
before in our National experience.”’ 


‘Gov. Black Expresses Sympathy. 


During Mr, Milholland’s speech a letter 
was handed him from Gov. Black, which 
he paused to read. The Governor expressed 
his regret that he was not able to attend 
the conference. As to the object of the 
meeting, he said: 

“I realize the importance of an efficient 
primary law, and I am in full accord with 
the purposes of your conference.” 

Samuel B. Capen, President of the Mu- 
nicipal League of Boston, nominated John 
C. Calhoun, grandson of the South Carolina 
statesman, as Chairman of the morning ses- 
sion. Mr. Calhoun was unanimously elected, 
and on taking the chair spoke upon the 
subject of “‘ Practical Primary Election Re- 
form.”’ 

He reviewed the attempts to reform the 
primary, and said that the subject was 
‘‘of grave import to the future of the 
country.” The great evil of the day, he 
said, “is the tendency toward centraliza- 
tion of power.” Continuing, he said, in 
art: 

‘“We have before us a great work in 
bringing about results which will perpet- 
uate our republican form of government, 
and preserve the independence of the Amer- 
ican people. Sectional and factional lines 
should not be considered, but the one great 
desideratum only; that is, the devising in 
an effectual way of some simple plan where- 
by the full effect of the voice of each voter 
may be given for the one he may choose. 
We may protest against the lack of in- 
terest manifest by that portion of our popu- 
lation representing the majority cf prop- 
erty and intelligence ‘in politics, but -so 
long as this class know that present meth- 
ods will obtain so long will they decline to 
participate in primaries. 


A Definite Plan the Object. 


“The task, therefore, for those who are® 
here assembled is to formulate some plan— 
disassociated from any suspicion of parti- 
sanship—siving to every citizen, no matter 
how humble, full voice in the administra- 
tion of local and governmental affairs, 
which may be submitted to the legislatures 
of the several states, to be enacted into 
law.” [Applause.] 

Mr. Calhoun asked Darwin R. James, 
President of the Board of Trade, to speak 
a few words of welcome. Mr. James after 
discharging that part of his duty said: 

“Something more than sympathy in this 
movement is needed. Every citizen should 
feel his responsibility in this matter; and 
it is just such conferences as this that will 
accomplish this work of popular education.”

THE CASE OF MRS. ROBERTS. 


Resolution in the Senate Designed to 
Discover Why She Was Dismissed 
from the Pension Bureau. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.,) introduced a 
resolution directing the Secretary of the 
Interior to send to the Senate the full and 
explicit charges made against Mrs. M. E. 
Roberts, who recently was dismissed from 
the Pension Bureau. 

Immediate consideration being asked for 
the resolution, Mr. Gallinger (Rep., ‘N. H.,) 
said he held that the heads of departments 
had absolute power to remove clerks, There 
also was a Civil Service Commission, which 
had practically final authority in cases of 
this kind. He thought that Congress ought 
not to take up the discussion of such cases. 

Mr. Allen read a statement directed to 
the President by Mrs. Roberts. In it she 
says she is the widow of Edward Roberts, 
a Union soldier, and that she was dis- 
missed summarily from the Pension Office 
for *‘ misconduct affecting her character.” 
No charges were preferred against her pub- 
licly. She alleges she was treated cruelly 
and had no opportunity to vindicate her 
character. 

Mrs. Roberts appends to her statement 
the correspondence which passed between 
her and the department. he finally, she 
says, secured a hearing by the Secretary 
of the Interior. The Secretary asked: 
“Now, Mrs. Roberts, what have you to 
say?” and that, according to Mrs. Roberts’s 
story, was the extent of his inquiry.

Mr. Vest’s motion an- 
tagonized a previous motion by Mr. Lodge,

Substance of the | Resolution, 

The Teller resolution provides: 

“That all bonds of the United States, is- 
sued or authorized to be issued under the 
said acts of Congress hereinbefore recited, 
are payable, principal and interest, at the 
option of the Government of the United 
States, in silver doilars of the coinage of 
the United States, containing 412% grains 
each of standard silver; and that, to restore 
to its coinage such silver coins as a legal 
tender in payment of said bonds, principal 
and interest, is not in violation of the pub- 
lic faith nor in derogation of the rights of 
the public creditor.” 

The Teller resolution being before the Sen- 
ate, Mr. Vest spoke in support of it. He 
said he had no desire at this time to thrash 
over the old straw of financial discussion, 
but hoped to be able to call the Senate’s 
attention to some reason why the pending 
resolution should be agreed to by the Sen- 
ate. Twenty years had passed since the 
Stanley Matthews resolution, substantially 
like the Teller resolution, was put on the 
statute books, but there was reason why 
there should be reiteration of the resolution. 
If the resolution was originally correct and 
proper, it was correct and proper at the 
present time. ‘It does not in any sense,’’ 


was responsible for the charge of miscon-

THE NAVAL CADETS BILL. 





Changes in Their Terms and Status 
Proposed by Secretary Long. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Secretary Long 
has sent to-the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs the draft of a bill he urgently 
recommends, making a number of changes 
in the status of cadets at the naval acad- 
emy. It fixes the age at which students 
may enter the academy at from fifteen to 
eighteen years, requires that at the end ofa 
four years’ course of study the cadets pass 
examinations as at present, their places at 
the academy then becoming vacant, and 
new nominations then becoming possible; 
provides that the cadets then can be sent 
to sea for one year, returning to the acad- 
emy at the end of that time for their final 
examination in the practical duties of their 
profession. It also changes the title of the 
naval students from naval cadets to mid- 
shipmen, as proposed by the personnel bill 
now before the Naval Committee.

Battle of the Standards. 


Mr. Vest held that the time had now ar- 
rived when the country must either go to 
a gold standard or make the last and over- 
whelming contest for the financial system 
which he believed a great majority of the 
people were in favor of. He said that he 


had no desire now to enter upon an elob- 
orate discussion of the pending resolution, 
and if any Senator on the other side of the 
chamber desired to speak upon the question 
he would yield to him. 

There was no response to this invitation 
to the Republican side, and Mr. Vest was 
proceeding with his remarks when Mr. 
Piatt (Rep., Conn.,) asked if it was Mr. 
Vest’s intention to press the resolution and 
to secure an immediate vote. 

“That is,’”’ interjected Mr. Aldrich (Rep., 
R. I.,), “‘ is it the purpose of the Senator to 
endeavor to secure a vote upon the resolu- 
tion to-day?” 

*“*T expect,” replied Mr. Vest, ‘‘ to endeay- 
or to securé a final vote upon the resolution 
whenever under the rules of the Senate a 
final vote can be reached.’’ 

Mr. Vest was proceeding with his remarks 
when the Vice-President, the hour of 2 
o’clock having arrived, laid before the Sen- 
ate the unfinished business, the Census bill. 

Mr. Vest moved to lay aside the unfinished 
business and to proceed with the discussion 
of the Teller resolution. The motion pre- 
vailed without division, the effect being to 
make the resolution the unfinished business. 

Mr. Vest then yielded to a suggestion of 
Mr. Aldrich that further consideration of 
the resolution be postponed until to-mor- 
row in order that those opposing it might 
have opportunity to prepare for the debate. 

At 2:10 o’clock the Senate went into exec- 
utive session. 


Dawes, the Controller of the Currency, has 
issued the following circular to all National 
banks and Bank Examiners: 

“It has come to my attention that it has 
been the custom of some National Bank 
Examiners to accept employment and com- 
pensation therefor, in making extra ex- 
aminations and reports of conditions of 


National banks assigned them for regular 
examination, which examination and reports 
are for the use of the bank and not for 
this office, 

“For an Examiner to accept employment 
in examinations of the same bank from 
both the Government and the bank has a 
tendency to interfere with that rigid im- 
partiality which stould characterize his 
work as a Government official. 

**Notice is hereby given that hereafter 
Examiners will not be allowed to accept 
employment from National banks in naktng 
extra examinations for the use of the 
banks.”’ 

In commenting on this circular to-day, 
Mr. Dawes said that so far as he knew 
there never had been an instance of the 
abuse of the privilege on the part of Ex- 
aminers, but he believed it was wrong in 
principle, and, therefore, not good admin- 
istration. He could readily understand that 
a Bank Examiner who had received a large 
fee for this work might be sorely tempted 
at times to make his report to the Con- 
troller as favorable as possible without 
actually misstating the facts. All things 
considered, Mr. Dawes thought that the 
interests of the Government, as well as 
good banking, required that the custom be 


immediately discontinued. 
FORT —— POST OFFICE. 


Army and Navy Officers Want a Wo- 
man Instead of a Politician. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The Senate has 
under consideration a nomination that may 
be rejected, with some embarrassment to 
the Postmaster General, and possibly with 
annoyance to the President, where there 
might have been neither. The Postmaster 
at Fort Monroe, appointed by President 
Cleveland, has served the term for which 
he was chosen, and it had become neces- 
sary to name some one to succeed him. 
Almost for his entire teym the present 
Postmaster has been an invalid, and the 
care of the office devolved upon his dep- 
uty, Mrs. Nannie B. Jones, the widow of a 
Confederate officer. Mrs. Jones proved her- 
self so efficient to conduct the office that 
when it was about time to have a new 


Postmaster an application was made for 
her signed by Col. R. T. Frank, commaan- 
dant of the post; by every officer on duty 
at Fort Monroe, and by every officer of the 
North Atlantic squadron, from Admiral 
Bunce down to the newest Ensign, praying 
Chat she be made the next manager of the 
oO ce, 

There is at Fort Monroe a dealer in meats 
named John H,. Kimberly, who has been 
selling large quantities of stuff to the Gov- 
ernment for years, and is supposed to have 
accumulated a comfortable fortune. He de- 
cided that he would like to be Postmaster, 
and he procured a large number of signa- 
tures of persons, black and white, living 
in the country lying about Fort Monroe. 
These approvals of his request for office 
were supported by the signatures of the 
Baltimore business men with whom he has 
dealings. With these influences he went 
to work upon Postmaster General Gary, 
and Maryland succeeded in capturing this 
Virginia Post Office. 

That is, the Postmaster General had the 
appointment made by the President. As 
the persons who must use the office have 
not been consulted since they asked that 
Mrs. Jones be appointed, and they have a 
lively sense of gratitude to the Deputy 
Postmaster because she secured the con- 
struction of a new Post Office building, ob-’ 
jection is being made in the Post Office 
Committee of the Senate to Kimberly’s 
nomination. The Senators from the State 
protest against it. Senators who know what 
the army and navy have done in behalf of 
Mrs. Jones protest against thwarting the 
ascertained wish of the persons who come 
most frequently in contact with the Post- 
master, and have most concern in seeing 
the office conducted wisely. If the nomina- 
tion is rejected it will be a rebuke not to 
the President, who sent it in, but to the 
Postmaster General. who listened to Bal- 
timore advice in making a Virginia appoint- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The Senators 
who to-day supported the motion to take 
up the Stanley Matthews resolution to pay 
the bonds of the United States in silver 
do not expect to see the resolution passed 
by the House. 

“The significance of the vote,’ said Sen- 
ator Mantle to-night, ‘‘ was in the notice

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The Democrats 
in the House to-day’ continued their efforts 
to secure a vote on the Senate resolution 
recognizing the Cuban insurgents as bellig- 
erents. They came no nearer success than 
they had come the two previous days. 

An exciting incident of the fight between 
the majority and the minority was the rais- 
ing of a question of veracity between Speak- 
er Reed and Mr. Bailey, the Democratic 
leader. Mr. Bailey said the Speaker had 
agreed the day before that a vote should be 
taken directly on the proposition to re- 
commit the Diplomatic and Consular bill, 
with instructions to report it with a rider 
recognizing the Cubans as belligerents. 

This the Speaker emphatically denied, and 
the two leaders of their respective parties 
in the House, with white faces and voices 
shaken by emotion, set their statements 
against each other, while the galleries 
looked on in breathless amazement and the 
members were in an uproar.

The Cuban fight began to-day as soon as 
the House went into Committee of the 
Whole to resume consideration of the Dip- 
lomatic and Consular bill. 

Mr. Clark (Dem., Mo.,) opened the debate 
with one of his characteristic speeches, in 
the course of which he said: 


“Tf Spain does not bring the war to a 
speedy conclusion the United States ought 
to expel her from the Western Hemisphere. 
There can be no doubt as to what has 
been our traditional foreign policy. What 
our foreign policy is under the McKinley 
Administration, like the peace of God, pass- 
eth all understanding. There ought to be 
no question as to our foreign policy in the 
future. Tersely and bluntly stated, it is 
this, and it ought to be enforced with iron 
hand—that we intend at all hazards and at 
whatever cost to thoroughly dominate the 
Western World. 

“In these days of McHannaism our for- 
eign policy is so feeble, so cringing, so cow- 
ardly, that even old and decrepit Spain 
insults our flag, maltreats our citizens, and 
searches our ships with perfect impunity, 
and President McKinley, instead of sending 
men-of-war to protect our honor, assert our 
supremacy, and teach the insolent and im- 
potent Dons a lesson they would never for- 
get, passes the hat around and invites the 
American people to contribute alms for 
starving and dying Cubans. 

“The Monroe doctrine has grown with our 
growth, strengthened with our strength, in- 
creased with our territory. It is high time 
that we served plain and emphatic notice 
on all kings, emperors, princes and poten- 
tates that the navies of the transatlantic 
powers shall not be used as collection bu- 
reaus for questionable debts as was done a 
year or two ago at Corinto and as was done 
a month or so ago at Haiti. 

“The Cuban case is this: For three years 
the insurgents have fought with a courage 
and suffered with a fortitude that has chal- 
lenged the admiration of the world—save 
and except the McKinley Administration. 
Three or four hundred thousand people— 
some of the papers say six hundred thous- 
and—have died—men, women and children— 
as much martyrs in the cause of liberty as 
was Warren or any other hero who died 
that we might be free, and yet the McKinley 
Administration lifts not its finger to stay the 
slaughter and can think of nothing more e7- 
fective for their relief than to pose as the 
big beggarman. 


Berates the Republicans, 

“The party of Sumner, Chase, and Sew- 
ard, which proudly vaunted itself the friend 
of man, has become the ally of pestilence, 
arson, famine, devastation, rape, and mur- 


der. To every suggestion that we should 
re-enter upon a vigorous foreign policy, 
which will thoroughly protect American 


citizens and American interests on every 
part of the habitable globe, we are met 
with the hyster:cal shriek that we are ad- 
vocating war. It is not true, but suppose 
it were. There are some things worse than 
war—deplorable as war unquestionably is— 
and one of them is to play the cry-baby 
act until we are despised of all nations 
and kindreds and tongues. 

“Now that we number 70,000,000 souls, a 
Republican Administration cannot be taunt- 
ed, kicked, or cuffed into resenting an in- 
swt or demanding reparation for any in- 
jury. Such a contemptible and pusillani- 
mous policy is enough to make Grant, Sher- 
man, and Sheridan, Dupont, Farragut, and 
Porter restless in their coffins. 

‘*“My Republican friends, I invite you to 
lay aside the weight that is holding you 
down, assert your rights, come out on the 
side of eternal justice and human liberty, 
thereby demonstrating that you are worthy 
of the high vocation wherein you are called.

propriation bill.”” Mr. Otgen called atten- 
tion to the embezzlement of the money of 
Francis Hinton of Wisconsin, who died 
some years ago in Paris, by the Vice Con- 
sul of the United States at that capital, 
and the fact that there was no law by 
which the heirs of the deceased man could 
recover on the bond of the Consul. Nobody 
paid much attention to this statement, and 
the next speaker, Mr. Williams, (Dem., 
Miss.,) a member of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, followed. with a Cuban speech. 


Mr, Williams Catechised, 


Mr. Williams sneered at the statement of 
Mr. Hitt yesterday that the granting of 
belligerent rights to the Cubans would af- 
ford them no advantage. 

“‘Shades ot history and all the people 
who have ever rebelled against tyranny!”’ 
he exclaimed. ‘“‘ What a pity that George 
Washington, Nathaniel Greene, and Thomas 
Jefferson, when seeking the recognition of 
belligerency during the Revolution, did not 
know that belligerent rights would not be 
advantageous to them. What a pity that 
Robert E. Lee, Jefferson Davis, and other 
Confederate statesmen were not informed 
that belligerency would not aid their cause 
when they were seeking that recognition 
abroad!” 

**Have the Cubans a Government to rec- 
ognize?”’ asked Mr. Dalzell (Rep., Penn.)

He said the bondholding interests 
were as much in control of the country as 
they had been during the Cleveland Admin- 
istration and that no action would be taken 
until the payment of these bonds had been 
guaranteed. 


A Diversion to Tariff. 


After some brief pro-Cuban speeches by 
Mr. Robinson (Dem., Ind.) and Mr. Cochran 
(Dem., Mo.) Mr. Dingley (Rep., Me.) took 
the floor to reply to some of the remarks 


made in the course of the debate relative 
to the wage reductions in the cotton indus- 
try the last few months. After such a 
revulsion of business as the country had 
experienced during three years it was nat- 
ural, he said, that recuperation was slow. 
In all except one industry—the cotton in- 
dustry—improvement was noted, and wages 
had been advanced. Alongside of the 10 
per cent. reduction of wages in .the cotton 
industry had come an increase greater than 
that in the worsted industry. 

Mr.. Dingley admitted that the depression 
in the cotton industry was unfertunate, but 
the cause was exceptional. It was due to 
the sudden and unexpected decline in the 
price of cotton. In three months the price 
had declined 30 per cent., because the 
Southern planters had insisted upon grow- 
ing 2,000,000 bales more cotton than the 
world wanted. Almost every cotton factory 
in New England had been caught with from 
six to eight months’ supply of eight-cent 
manufactured cotton on its hands. 

In addition to this, consideration must be 
given to the effect of the competition that 
had grown up in the South, where longer 
hours and lower wages were in vogue. 
Eventually the South would,come up to 
the Northern standard, but temporarily 
present conditions gave the South the ad- 
vantage. Protective tariffs could affect 
nothing. If the hours of labor in the sev- 
eral States were not equalized the labor 
organizations would compel an amendment 
to the Constitution which would permit 
Congress to equalize hours all over the 
country. 

Mr. Dingley had a great deal of cross- 
firing with Southern members. 

The Cuban question was lost sight of, and 
for more than an hour the tariff was dis- 
cussed, to the exclusion of everything else. 

Mr. Dingley said those who were still 
“chattering”? about the lack of revenues 
under the new tariff law had better be 
prompt about it. 

“For your opportunity to chatter will 
soon be over,” said he. “ Yesterday our 
receipts from customs were $850,000. The 
ares themselves will soon silence these 
eritics.’’ 

Mr. Simpson asserted that Mr, Dingiley’s 
explanation of the depression in the cotton 
industry collided with the theory of James 
G. Blaine that cheap labcr was dear labor, 
and said that if things continued as they 
were going in New England Mr. Dingley 
soon would be advocating a protective tar- 
iff against the South in order to preserve 
wages there, 


Speaker’s Word Questioned. 


At 4 o’clock the committee rose under 
the arrangement made yesterday, and re- 
ported the Diplomatic and Consular bill to 
the House. 

One of the most dramatic and sensational 


episodes of this Congress followed. The 
Speaker cf the House and Mr, Bailey of 
Texas, the Democratic leader, then had 
their clash on a question of veracity, and 
the excitement was intense. 

The Texan moved to recommit the bill, 
with instructions to the committee to report 
it back with an amendment embodying the 
terms of the Senate Cuban belligerency res- 
olution. 

Mr. Hitt immediately made the point of 
order that the amendment was not germane, 
and was obnoxious to the rule against new 
legislation. 

This point the Speaker promptly qustained. 

Mr. Bailey, surrounded by a group of 
Democrats, protested that the agreement 
made yesterday included a provision for a 
vote on the motion to recommit. 

Mr. Hitt denied this, saying that the 
notice of the motion to recommit was given 
afterward. There was much confusion while 
Mr. Hitt was talking, and when he con- 
cluded, Mr. Bailey suddenly electrified the 
House with the statement that he had a 
distinct understanding with the Speaker of 
the House that there should be a vote on the 
motion to recommit. 

“The Chair states that the gentleman 
from Texas is mistaken,’ retorted the 
Speaker in the most emphatic tones. 

The Speaker looked the Texan straight in 
the eye, and his voice quivered with emo- 
tion. 

“The Chair never agreed that a motion 
which was plainly out of order would be 
entertained,” he continued. ‘The gentle- 
man notified me that there would be no 
further opposition.’’ 

*““ And I make the statement,” declared Mr. 


Bailey, without flinching, ‘“‘ that we did 
have such an agreement.’ He, too, was 
evidently laboring under great stress of 
feeling. 


By this time the House was in an uproar, 
and the spectators in the galleries were 
looking on with amazement. 

Mr. Bailey proceeded to explain the cir- 
cumstances in which he alleged the agree- 
ment was made. He said that some of the 
members on his side desired to attend the 
funeral of a distinguished ex-member (Mr. 
Butterworth) yesterday afternoon, but they 
desired to remain if there were to be any 
votes. He approached the Speaker,-he said, 
with the proposition of a vote on the mo- 
tion to recommit. The Chair had assented, 
he declared, and he had so informed his 
colleagues. 

*“*T never knew until this motion was pre- 
sented,” interrupted Mr, Hitt, ‘‘ what the 
instructions were to be.” 

“The Chair again states that no agree- 
ment was made,” said the Speaker, “‘ and if 
corroboration is needed, he thas just been 
informed by a gentleman who was pres- 
ent—” 

“T think the Chair will need corrobora- 
tion,”” interposed Mr. Bailey emphatically. 
“T again oppose my statement against that 
of the Speaker.”’ 


Confusion in the House. 


The confusion at this point was very 
great, but the voice of Mr. Smith (Rep., 
Mich.,) could be heard ‘shouting above the 


tumult that he had been present, and that 
no agreement had been made. 

“The Chair is willing to rest the case on 
the statement made by him,” declared the 
Speaker, as he beat the desk with his gavel 
in his attempt to restore order. 

Mr. Bailey thereupon appealed from the 
decision of the Chair, and Mr. Dalzell 
moved to lay the appeal on the table. The 
roll was called amid much confusion, but 
party lines were unbroken, and by a vote of 
168 to 114 the appeal was laid on the table. 

The bill then was passed—158 to 95—and 
at 4:40 o’clock the House adjourned. 





FAIR TRIAL FOR AUTONOMY, 





The Administration Pursuing a Wait- 
ing Policy as to Cuba. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Gentlemen in 
Congress, who, by reason of their position, 
have reason to be accurately informed of 
the policy of the Administration as to Cuba. 
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say that this policy is in substance as fol- 
lows: ; 

At the present moment it is felt that the 
same material conditions prevail that ex- 
isted when the President sent his last mes- 
sage to Congress. At that time it was 
stated that the plan of autonomy having 
been inaugurated it was the purpose of the 
Executive branch to give proper time for 
this plan to be tried. The Administration 
is said to entertain the same sentiments to- 
day. The autonomous plan was inaugurated 
only three weeks ago, namely, on Jan. 1, 
when the autonomous Cabinet took of- 
fice, so that it is felt that there 
has not been adequate time up to the 
present to form any fair judgment as 
to the merits of the plan as a means 
of ameliorating conditions on the isl- 
and. The recent occurrences at Havana 
are looked upon. as. affording evidence of 
discontent with the plan, but whether this 
will be sufficient to overcome the plan 
itself is not looked upon as established with 
any degree of certainty or even approxi- 
matergss. In the meantime, while closely 
observing the progress of the autonomous 
plan, the Administration has adopted every 
precaution to guard against any sudden 
emergency such as an uprising that will 
threaten American interests. . 

This is not expected to occur, but if it 
should come, it is said’ the naval vessels of 
the United States can, if so disposed, be in 
the harbor of Havana within six hours 
of any crisis which would imperil American 
interests... In order that there may be no 
delay should an om Be coy | arise, it is said 
that Consul General e has been empow- 
ered to make direct request to the com- 
manders of the warships so that the vessels 
could start on recelpt of word from him 
without the delays incident to having his 
requests pass through the official routine at 
Washington, 

To a great extent the intelligent judgment 
of General Lee is relied upon as to deter- 
mining if an emergency requires the pres- 
ence of American vessels. This, however, 
applies solely to the ee of tumult of 
a critical nature, and has no connection 
with the general question of intervention 
for the purpose of bringing the war to a 
close. Such a step is not under immediate 
consideration, for, as already stated, it is 
predicated on the failure of the plan of 
autonomy, which result, it is said, the Ad- 
ministration does not regard as established 


“by the evidence at hand up to the present 


time. 





THE WAR SCARE OVER. 


Excitement Caused by Mr. Hitt’s 
Speech in the House Dies Out 
in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—President Mc- 
Kinley’s policy toward Cuba and Spain, as 
announced by Mr. Hitt yesterday in the 
House, at first creating excitement, now 
causes only conjecture. Those persons who 
hope to see the Administration intervene to 
stop the war in Cuba, assumed at the out- 
set that a war was near at hand. Thase who 
are adverse to a course that would provoke 
war and its incidental horrors and ex- 
penses, feared that the President had yield- 
ed to the war party and intended to force 
a rupture at once. 

To-day the irreverent critics of the Ad- 
ministration discern nothing more than a 
determination on the part of the President 
to gain time by leading the House to defer 
action and to believe that he will resort to 
extreme measures unless Spain shall con- 
duct its war against the insurgents with 
more vigor and greater regard for the 
humanitarian sentiments of this part of the 
world. 

Only twenty-four hours have passed since 
Mr. Hitt’s speech was made, and now it is 
hard to find anybody who expects that war 
is imminent. Among members of the Ad- 
ministration who are known as “ jingoes,”’ 
and who favor spirited action toward Spain, 
there is no expectation that the President 
will proceed in such a way as to exasperate 
Spain. 

A great deal of conjecture has been in- 
dulged in about the navy and the move- 
ments of naval vessels. 

“There has been,”’ said a naval authority 
to-day, ‘“‘no order to concentrate our ships 
about Cuba, and I hope there will be none 
to indicate to Spain that there‘is any dis- 
position to be either provoking or timid. 

“TIT consider it an act of impertinence that 
the Spanish Minister should go to the De- 
partment of State and demand, upon the 
ground of sensational newspaper publica- 
tions, that the orders recalling ships sent to 
distant ports shall be withdrawn. It is no 
matter of concern in which Spain can be 
recognized as entitled to interfere, and the 
Secretary of State should have told the 
Minister just that. We have studiously kept 
our vessels out of the neighborhood of Ha- 
vana for two years, when it would have 
been quite proper to have required a vessel 
to stop there now and then, as a matter of 
precaution and to keep the Spanish Govern- 
ment aware of the fact that we had inter- 
ests there to protect and were prepared to 
protect them if the necessity arose.”’ 

The navy will now maintain a number of 
vessels within emergency distance of Ha- 
vana, and without offering any menace, will 
be prepared for the future and what it 
may bring forth. Assurance is given that 
the Helena, which is on the way to the 
Asiatic Station, but not expecting to reach 
it for nearly a year, has mot been ordered 
back, but has been ordered to go to Lisbon, 
which is a port strange to United States 
vessels of war. 

The orders of the Navy Department for 
the day do not indicate any special activity 
in the North Atlantic squadron. 

There is an impression about the Capitol 
that with the arrival of President Dole, of 
Hawaii, the attention of legislators in both 
branches of the Congress will be fixcd upon 
Hawaii, and the question of annexaiion, and 
that interest in Cuba for a time will be 
suspended, unless the Spanish people siiould 
be aroused by reports of what has been 
said in Congress and project a crisis. 

It has been remarked that the relations 
between Spain and the United States ap- 
peared last night to be cordial cnough, 
when the Secretary of State and Mme. De 
Lome, wife of the Spanish Minister, preme- 
naded together at the White House recep- 
tion and engaged in apparently agreeable 
and earnest conversation for a considerable 
time. It is not uncommon for Secretaries to 
be agreeable to the wives of Foreign Min- 
isters, but everybody thought of the speech 
of Mr. Hitt in the House, and assumed that 
the Minister of Spain regarded it more light- 
ly than some of the very apprehensive mem- 
bers of the Senate and the Hous:. 





LARGE ISSUE OF GERMAN COIN. 


Government Decides to Increase the 
Gold and Silver Currency. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The Secretary 
of State has reczived from Ambassador 
Andrew D. White at Berlin information to 


the effect that the German Federal Coun- 
cil has decided, in view of the “ evident in- 
adequateness”’ of the present supply of 
ten-mark pieces, to coin 20,000,000 marks’ 
worth. of these pieees in gold, and further 
to coin 16,000,000 marks’ worth of silver 
five-mark pieces, about 8,000,000 marks’ 
worth of silver two-mark pieces, and about 
4,500,000 marks’ worth of silver one-mark 
pieces.

SENATOR MORGAN CONCLUDES. 


He Closes His Hawaiian Speech Be- 
fore a Small Audience—Amend- 
ment to the Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Senator Morgan 
concluded his four days’ speech ito 'the Sen- 
ate in executive session to-day on the 
Hawaiian treaty. He spoke for almost 
four hours, and when he finished there were 
not more than half a dozen Senators pres- 
ent. He discussed, among other questions, 
the character of the present Government of 
Hawaii. He contended that the disposition 
of the whites was to treat the Kanakas 
liberally,and said, in reply to a question from 
Senator Hoar, that there was one native in 
President Dole’s Cabinet and there were five 
natives in the Senate, while a majority of 
the members of the House were natives. 
The Senator read liberally from published 
documents on Hawaii, including a history 
of the various Constitutions of the island. 

There was a call for a quorum during the 


day, but the Senator remonstrated, saying 
that he preferred'@ small audience to the 
interruption caused by the call. 

Senator Teller took the floor and will 
speak when the treaty is next taken up. 

Senator Bacon, (Dem., Ga.,) who yester- 
day in the executive-session of the Senate, 
offered an amendment to the Hawaiian An- 
nexation Treaty providing for a vote upon 
it by the people of Hawaii to-day offered a 
similar amendment to Senator Morgan’s 
Annexation bill. He did this for the purpose 
of making the amendment public. His prop- 
osition is as follows: 

“That this act shall not be operative and 
of binding effect upon either the United 
States of America or the Republic of Hawaii 
until the same shall have been consented to 
and approved by the majority of the voters 
voting at an election to be held in the 
Hawaiian Islands, at which election all male 
natives of said islands of the age of twenty- 
one years, and all naturalized imale persons 
of the age of twenty-one years, shall 
participate. The election shall be held 
at a time and in the manner and under 
regulations to be prescribed by the Prce.i- 
dent of the United States.”’ 





IOWA HOUSE FOR ANNEXATION. 


A Resolution Asking Senators Allison 
and Gear to Vote for It Passed, 


DES MOINES, Iowa, Jan. 20.—The House 
of Representatives has passed a joint reso- 
lution, introduced by Mr. Van Houten, re- 
questing Senators Allison and Gear to vote 


for the Hawaiian annexation treaty. There 
was a spirited debate. The vote was 54 to 
40, most of the Democrats and Fusionists 
opposing it. 


LAST CURRENCY HEARING. 


One of the Four Bills to be Selected 
on Wednesday—Messrs. Warner 








} and Towne Not Heard. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The currency 
hearing before the House Committee on 
Banking and Currency continued to-day, ex- 
Secretary Fairchild being heard through 
the morning, with the understanding that 
Secretary Gage would resume at 2 o’clock. 
The inquiries of Mr. Fairchild were along 
the line of developing the degree of success 
with which the Monetary Commission bill 
could be put into practical operation. 
Considerable feeling has been aroused by 
the determination of the committee, on a 
party vote, not to hear President Warner 
of the Bimetallic Union and Chairman 
Towne of the Silver Republican National 
Committee unless these gentlemen prepared 
a bill and assumed responsibility for it. 
Mr. Cox, the senior member of the minor- 
ity, says this action is equivalent to de- 
clining to hear the silver representatives 
under any circumstances, as they do not 
wish to appear as the advocates of any cur- 
rency or banking bill, but to resist such a 
measure if on gold lines. Mr. Cox takes 
the view that it is as important to present 
the opposition to the nending measures as it 


is to hear the points in their favor. He ex- 
presses confidence that the majority on the 
committee will reconsider its action and 
grant a hearing to Messrs. Warner and 
Towne, without conditions. 

The committee devoted the afternoon to a 
discussion in detail of the provisions of 
the Walker bill. Secretary Gage appeared 
again for examination, but instead turned 
questioner, and put. Chairman Walker 
through a long series of interrogatories. 
He asked if Mr. Walker did not aim in 
his bill to substantially relieve the Gov- 
ernmest from a current redemption of pres- 
ent liabilities, United States legal tender 
and Treasury notes, and from responsibility 
for maintaining the parity of silver and 
gold, putting the responsibility on the 
banks. Mr. Walker said that was the ob- 
ject. Seeretary Gage thought the bill lacked 
explicitness, and suggested that bankers do 
not want to assume ambiguous responsibili- 
ties, 

Mr. Walker asserted the responsibility 
was absolute, and proceeded to explain why. 
There was a long discussion on this feat- 
ure, which the Secretary said puzzled him 
considerably. 

Mr. Walker, in the course of the dis- 
cussion, suggested that the bill made al- 
lowance for the suspicion that we may 
have a disaster, a panic, or something of 
the sort, and that the exigencies of such 
events were guarded against. 

Representative Hartman of Montana, one 
of the silver leaders, said that Messrs. 
Towne and Warner will make no further 
effort to be heard before the committee, 
preferring to go before the people with the 
understanding that the opposition is denied 
a hearing. 4 

The hearing on the currency bills was 
finally brought to a close this afternoon, 
and the committee will meet again next 
Wednesday to decide which of the four 
bills before it is to form the basis of the 
currency measure to be finally reported. 
These are known as the Monetary Commis- 
sion, Gage, Walker, and Fowler bills. They 
differ radically in many of their provisions, 
and Representative Hill of Connecticut, a 
member of the committee, has prepared a 
comparative statement of the principal feat- 
ures of them, aside from some general pro- 
visions, paralleling the provisions as to 
resulting currency conditions under each.

RUSH TO THE KLONDIKE. 


San Francisco Transportation Come 
panies Arranging to Handle 50,- 
000 Persons This Season. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 20.—The local 
transportation companies are preparing to 
accommodate the rush to the Klondike. The 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company has ar- 
ranged a schedule that will give a five-day 
steamship service from to-day between San 
Francisco and Alaskan ports. The company 
expects to handle at least 10,000 passengers 
out of this city next month. It is expected 
that 50,000 persons will sail from this port 
for Alaska during the season. 

About June 1 steamers will be placed on 
the run between this city and St. Michael. 
The Alaska Commercial Company will run 
the steamers St. Paul, Dora, Bertha, and 


Portland, with an average carrying capacity 
of fully 300 persons each. These vessels will 
connect with the river steamers upon the 
breaking up of ‘the ice, and not less than 
two trips a month will be made from here. 
The Pacific Steam Whaling Company will 
run steamers to Cook’s Inlet and Alaska. 














These means of getting to the gold fields’ 


will be greatly augmented when the vessels 
—~— = course of construction are com- 
pieted. 


ALASKA RATES TROUBLESOME, 


Railroads Can Give No Definite Dates 
of Sailing. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—Alaska rates are 
proving a source of trouble to the Western 
roads, and it is likely that a meeting of all 
of the roads will be called in the near future 
to consider them. The chief trouble now is 
that the purchasers of tickets from Seattle 
cannot be assured of any definite date of 
sailing for Alaska on account of the 
crowded condition of the steamers and the 
few boats that are available for the traffic. 

One of the Western roads which sold 
tickets for Alaska informed the purchasers 
that a boat would sail on a certain day, and 
that they would have no trouble in securing 
passage. When the party reached the coast 
they found that it was impossible for them 
to get on the boat, as all the available 
space had been taken long before their ar- 
rival. The road was then compelled to keep 
them in Seattle until the sailing of another 
boat, a proceeding that proved quite ex- 
pensive. 


Alaskan Rates Increased. 


SEATTLE, Washington, Jan. 20.—The exe 
pected advance in rates to Alaska has been 
announced. The _ several’ transportation 
companies who control nearly all the busi- 
ness have agreed on an increase of $10 to 
the passenger rate between Puget Sound 
points and Dyea and Skaguay, and a pro- 
portionate increase to Juneau and other 
southeastern Alaska points. The new rate 
to Dyea and Skaguay, which goes into effect 
at once, is: First class, $50; second class, 
$35. The rate on freight is advanced from 
$10 to $13 per ton, 





TO ABATE SMOKE NUISANCE. 


What Mr. Baldwin Promises in the 
Borough of Queens. 


President Baldwin of the Long Island 
Railroad called on the Borough Board of 
Queens yesterday in reference to the smoke 
nuisance which has existed in the Hunters 
Point section, owing to the use of soft 
coal in the engines of the company. 

Mr. Baldwin said that everything possible 
was being done by his road to abolish the 
nuisance. It existed when the present man- 
agement obtained the road, and he and his 
associates had been at work ever since 


they obtained the road to abate the smoke. 
After April 1 there would be no more cause 
of complaint. Sooner than that the work 
could not be completed, but as far as pos- 
sible pending that time the engines burning 
soft coal would be supplied with coke for 
use while in the yards in front of the sta- 
tion. This would reduce the nuisance to a 
very small thing, and eventually there 
would be nothing to complain of. 


VESSEL INSPECTORS MUST PASS, 


Federal Experts on Hulls and Boilers 
to be Under Civil Service. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Assistant Sece 
retary Vanderlip has decided to require local 
Inspectors of Hulls and their assistants and 
local Inspectors of Boilers and their as- 


sistants to pass a civil service examination 
to test their fitness to hold the positions 
they now occupy. 

This order, however, does not apply to 
those who were admitted to the service 
through competitive examinations under the 
Civil Service Commission or through spe- 
olal technical examinations ‘under Section 

15 of the Revised Statutes. The number 
of Inspectors who come within this order 
dis sixty-eight. 


Congressional Notes, 


The Senate to-day will consider the nominae 
tion of Attorney General McKenna to be Ase 
sociate Justice of Supreme Court. It fs undere 
stood a vote will be taken on the nomination. 


Senator Frye was authorized yesterday by the 
Senate Committee on Commerce to report the 
bill recently introduced by himself providing for 
the construction of eight new revenue cutters, to 
take the placés of old vessels, which have grown 
to be unseaworthy. 


Secretary Long has forwarded to the House 
Naval Committee a vigorous protest of Lieut. 
F. K. Hill, U. S. N., against the joint resoiu- 
tion restoring a number of officers to the navy. 
Lieut. Hill says if all the discharged men again 
return to the line, a hump would be formed, but 
probably only such would come back as failed 
in civilian occupations. He urges, that while the 
aim of good personne! legislation during the last 
few years has been to bring the young men for- 
ward sooner, the bill in question would retard 
from one to seven years the promotion of 
officers in the two lower grades.

Committee Jealousy and Other Un- 
pleasant Sentiments Aired 
in the Senate. 


CANAL INVESTIGATION BILL 


Made a Special Order for Next Wednes- 
day in the Assembly — Increase 
Shown in the Annual Ap- 
propriation Bill. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20,—The first thing brought 
to the attention of the Senate this morning 
was a petition from the Executive Commit- 
tee of the New York State Association Op- 
posed to the Extension of the Suffrage to 
Women, of which Mrs, Francis M. Scott of 
New York is Chairman. The petition, which 
was presented by Senator Cantor, requests 
the Legislature not to adgpt any resolu- 
tion having for its object the amendment 
of the Constitution so as to extend the suf- 
frage to women, 

The major portion of the session of the 
Senate was occupied in discussing the pro- 
priety of the reference of certain bills to 
committees. It was argued by Senator Lamy 
and others that Senator Cantor’s bill to pre- 
vent unjust discrimination in canal rates, 
which had been sent-to the Committee on 
Commerce and Navigation, should have been 
referred to the Committee on Canals, but 
the original reference was sustained. 

Senator Chahoon objected to the ordering 
to a third reading of a bill introduced by 
Senator Coffey regulating the price of gas 
in New York. Senator Coffey, thinking that 
Senator Chahoon objected to progressing 
the bill as the representative of Senator 
Brown, Chairman of the Committee on 
Miscellaneous Corporations, said, ‘‘ Have 
you been retained?’’ The remark seemed 
to involve an unpleasant inference, and 
after discussion Senator Coffey consented 
that it be stricken from the stenographer’s 
minutes. 

The Senate at 12:15 o’clock adjourned until 
to-morrow morning at 11 o'clock. 

In the Assembly, the bill providing for 
the appointment of a commission to in- 
vestigate the expenditures for the improve- 
ment of the canals was reported from the 
Ways and Means Committee by Mr. Nixon, 
who moved that it be made a special order 
for next Wednesday morning, on second 
reading. 

“T agree to that, because it was my own 
suggestion,” said Mr. Donnelly. 

Mr. Nixon introduced the annual appro- 
priation bill. The total is $10,468,102.56, as 
against $10,457,347.06 last year, an increase 
of $10,755. Increases in the bill are: Com- 
pulsory education, $2,000; Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, $5,000; Department of Public 
Buildings, $25,000; State Museum, $2,000; 
fairs, $10,000; academies, $20,000. Reduc- 
tions are: Secretary of State’s office, $1,500; 
charitable institutions, $12,000; salt springs, 
$50,000. 

Mr. Mahar of New York attempted to in- 
troduce a resolution providing for an in- 
vesiigation of the Simira Reformatory. 
Speaker O’Grady would not permit it to be 
read, saying that it should be introduced 
in the form ofa bill. It will be formulated 
as such by Mr. Mahar. The purpose of the 
resolution was to appoint a special com- 
mittee to conduct the investigation. 

The Assembly adjourned, at 11:40, until 
10 o’clock to-morrow morning. 


BILLS OF LOCAL INTEREST, 


Another Measure for a New Bridge 
Over the East River, 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Assemblyman Bren- 
nan of Kings to-day introduced a bill pro- 
viding for a new bridge over the East 
River, to be erected by a commission com- 
posed of Benjamin F. Tracy, Frederick A. 
Schroeder, William Berri, Silas B. Dutcher, 
Hugh J. Grant, Seth L. Keeney, and the 
Mayor and Controller of the City of New 
York. The bridge is to be adapted forthe 
use of street. surface, and elevated rail- 
road cars, bicycles, and foot passengers, and 
the Brooklyn terminus is to be between 
Fulton Ferry and the Navy Yard. Bonds 
of the City of New York are to be issued 
to pay for the structure. 

Other bills specially affecting New York 
City have been introduced as follows: 

Senator Tibbits—Providing that all that 
part of the water adjacent to the wharves 
of the City of New York from Pier 8 to 
Pier 8 on the East River shall hereafter,. 
from March 1 to Dec. 31 in each year, be set 


apart and reseryed for the exclusive use of 
canal boats and barges engaged in trans- 
porting property on the Hudgon River 
north of Castleton or coming to tidewater 
from the canals of the State. 

Senator Ford—Relieving the rector and 
Church Wardens of St. Luke’s Church, in 
the City of New York, from eighty-six one- 
hundredths of the assessment for opening 
Convent Avenue, 

Senator Grady—Authorizing the Justices 
of the City Court of New York to destroy 
any court paper over seven years old which 
in their judgment may have become useless. 

Senator Coffey—A dollar gas bill, whose 
provisions are made applicable to the Bor- 
oughs of Manhattan, Brooklyn, and the 
Bronx. 

Senator Cantor—Authorizing the City of 
New York to appropriate $175,000 each year 
oe Eee Normal College of the City of New 

ork, 

Senator Ahearn—Authorizing the Com- 
missioner of Bridges of New York City to 
construct an elevator-to the New York and 
Brooklyn Bridge at Roosevelt Street, in the 
Borough of Manhattan. 

Senator Guy—Permitting the filing of 
amended claims for damages resulting from 
the change of grade in the Twenty-third 
and Twenty-fourth Wards of the City of 
New York. 

Mr, Schmid—Providing that none of the 
provisions of existing law shall authorize 
the construction, maintenance, or extension 
of a railway upon Avenue C, in the Bor- 
ough of Brooklyn, unless the consents of 
two-thirds of the property owners. in num- 
ber and representing two-thirds of the 
value of the property on said street are first 
obtained in writing. 

Mr. T. Smith—Authorizing the repaving 
with granite blocks on concrete foundation, 
with tarred joints, of Ninth Avenue, New 
York, from Fourteenth Street to Sixtieth 
Street. ' 

Mr. Post—Appropriating $10,000 for the 
completion of the work of deepening and 
widening the channel leading from Shinne- 
cock Bay to Great South Bay, in the Town 
of Southampton, Suffolk County, by the 
Superintendent of Public Works.

BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 


Constitutional Amendment Introduced 
in Both Houses. 


ALBANY, Jan, 20.—The proposition for 
biennial] sessions of the Legislature is to re- 
ceive serious consideration at the hands of 
the present body. Gov. Black, who has 
urged the change in both of his annual 
messages, is actively furthering the move- 
ment to have the project submitted to the 
people, and the whole Executive influence 
will be exerted to put it through this ses- 
sion. 

A Constitutional amendment, drawn by 
the Statutory Revision Oommission under 
the Governor’s direction, was introduced 
in the Senate to-day by Mr. Stranahan and 
in the Assembly by Mr. Litchard of Alle- 
gany. It provides that Senators shall be 
elected for four years and Assemblymen 
for two years. The Legislature shall as- 
gemble on the first Wednesday of January 
in. the year 1900 and in 1901, and thereafter 
biennially on the same day. The Legis- 
lature shall also assemble on the same day 
in the year next sobowing the return of an 
enumeration of the inh ants of the State 
for the purpose of making an apportionmen 
of Senators and Members of y, an 
such session for that purpose shall be 
deemed a regular session. 

Gov. Black seems to be confident that the 

sent Assembly will indorse the change to 


jennial sessions, but veteran legislators ex- 
press doubt of it. Inquiry in both chambers 
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shows that there is nothing like unanimity 
of sentiment on the subject among the 
members. 


THE CANAL INVESTIGATION.. 


Mr. Nixon’s Bill Unsatisfactory to the 
Senate Finance Committee—Sen. 
ator Cantor’s Suggestions. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—At a lengthy executive 
session of the Senate Finance Committee 
to-day Assemblyman Nixon’s Canal In- 
vestigation bill was discussed informally. 
The impression seemed to prevail among 
the Republican Senators, and was expressed 
by several of them, that the bill was crude- 
ly drawn, and would have to be amended in 
some particulars before it would be ac- 
ceptable to the Senate. 

Senator Cantor said that the Commis- 
sioners should be mamed in the bill He 
also insisted that the sessions should all 
eae, to the public; that the members 

d recetve a per diem allowance for 
services, the same as was allowed to 
Tilden investigating committee; that no 
limitation should be placed upon the scope 
of the inves tion; that the powers of a 
court should conferred upon the com- 
mittee, with the right to compel attendance 
and to require the production of books and 
Sore thie efiourament of the prevent Leg is. 
‘ore a oO! e presen Ss- 
lature, and that, if a continuation of time 
was then desired, a request should be made 
for it at that time; that the re 
be presented at once and publis 
that the minority on the committee shoul 
be represented by counsel. 

None of these suggestions was considered, 
and the matter was allowed to go over until 
the meeting of the committee next Tuesday. 


CANALBOAT OWNERS’ BILLS, 


To Purchase Buffalo Elevators and to 
Prevent Discrimination, 
ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Senator Cantor to- 


day ‘introduced two bills drafted by the- 


Canalboat Owners’ Association for the pro- 
tection of the commerce of the State and 
of the canals. 

One of the bills appropriates $120,000 for 
the purchase of four grain elevators at 
Buffalo by the State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works, and provides that he may insti- 
tute condemnation proceedings to take ele- 
vators that are now in use there and which 
he may decide are best suited to the pur- 
poses of the State. 

The second bill is designed to promote 


the commerce of the State by preventing 
railroad discrimination against shipments 
to places within this State. The bill pro- 
vides that any railroad corporation operated 
wholly or partly within this State which 
shall charge or receive a greater sum for 
transporting any product than is charged 
by any railroad for carrying a simliar ship- 
ment from the same int to the seaboard 
at some rt other than the port of New 
York sh be declared to have abrogated 
its charter, which shall become the prop- 
erty of the State. A person violating the 
act is declared guilty of conspiracy, and 
upon conviction may be fined from $5,000 
to $25,000, or imprisoned for from one to 
five years. 


MONUMENT TO CANAL BUILDERS, 


Project Advocated by the North Side 
Board of Trade. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Next Monday night 
Mr. Redington of New York will present 
to the Assembly a resolution passed by the 
North Side Board of Trade of the City of 
New York on Jan. 10, which indorses the 
action of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
City of Syracuse in requesting the Legis- 
lature to appropriate the requisite funds for 
erecting a fitting monument to the memory 


of the citizens to whom is due the incep- 
tion and completion of the Erie Canal. 

It recommends that a commission be ap- 
pointed to have charge of the matter on be- 
half of the State and to make arrangements 
for laying the cornerstone of the monument 
with appropriate ceremonies on Oct. 26, 
1900, the seventh anniversary of the 
opening of the Erie Canal, and for unveil- 
ing the monument July 4, 1901, the anni- 
versary of the commencement of the con- 
struction of the canal. It further suggests 
that an appropriate design for such a monu- 
ment would be a lofty shaft, surmounted by 
a figure or group symbolizing commerce, 
with bronze statues of Gouverneur Morris, 
Joshua Forman, James Geddes, and De 
Witt Clinton, the four men most prominent- 
ly associated with the construction of the 
canal, at the corners of the grand te pedestal. 

The resolution suggests that one member 
of the proposed commission should be se- 
lected from the Borough of the Bronx, as 
that was the birthplace of Gouverneur Mor- 
ris, and that a most appropriate location 
for the proposed monument would be the 
knoll on which is situated the Morris man- 
sion, near the Harlem Ship Canal, 


PRODUCE EXCHANGE AND CANALS. 


Resolutions Adopted and to be Sent 
to Gov. Black. 


The Canal and Law Committees of the 
Produce Exchange agreed last evening on 
the following preamble and _ resolutions, 
which will be sent to Gov. Black: 


Whereas, (1) It is publicly proclaimed that the 
cost of deepening and enlarging the Brie and 
other canals of the State will greatly exceed the 
nine millions of dollars voted by the people of 
the State for that purpose, and that a commis- 
sion is to be appointed to investigate and report 
on the work, in view of which there seems to 
be a possibility of the discontinuance of the 
work in progress, and 

(2) The prompt and effective prosecution and 
the speedy completion of the work of improve- 
ment in ag ogg is of such transcendent im- 
portance to the commerce of the City and State 
of New York that any question or investigation 
arising from previous expenditure of money on 
this acount should not be permitted to prejudice 
future work, which should be pushed forward 
under the maintenance of such safeguards as 
will proptly complete the improvements, and 

(3) Competition for the commerce of the 
great lakes is so keen that a small fraction in 
the cost of transportation vill divert traffic to 
the cheaper route, and 

(4) The grain tonnage of the canal is largely con- 
trolled by members of the New York Produce Ex- 
change, whose interests are vitally and directly 
affected by its efficiency, and who believe that 
there exist at present no kindred interests 
owned or controlled by the State of equal im- 
portance, and whose betterment will bring surer 
returns than the improvement of this great 
artery of commerce; therefore, be it 

Resolved, (1) That in the opinion of the Com- 
mittee on Canals of the New York Produce Ex- 
change there should be no interruption in the 
work of deepening the canals and enlargement 
of locks, but that every-reasonable effort should 
be put forth to complete the work as quickly as 
possible. 

(2) That one or more members of the com- 
mission should be appointed from the member- 
ship of the New York Produce Exchange. 


Canal Men Call on the Governor. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Chairman R. R. Hef- 
ford of Buffalo and ex-Senator George B. 
Sloan of Oswego of the Executive Canal 
Committeé, which represents the leading 
commercial organizations of the State on 
the canal question, called on Gov.

Beet Sugar Bounties Paid. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture Wieting and Deputy Commissioner 
Flanders have returned from an investiga- 
tion of the sugar beet factory at Rome. 
They bring back a sworn statement that 


643,800 pounds of granulated sugar were 
manufactured there from beets in 
this State. The Commissioner paid to the 
manufacturers $6,438, the amount of. the 
bounty at the rate of 1 cent per pound, au- 
thorized by the Beet Sugar act of last 
Winter, which appropriated $25,000. The 
total amount expended under the appropri- 
ation is $8,073, leaving a balance of nearly 
$17,000, which will be used during the cur- 
rent year. 


Ex-Senator Pound for Skinner’s Place. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—The opposition to 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Charles R, Skinner shows signs of centring 
on Prof, Cuthbert W. Pound of Cornell

Senator Elisworth Substitutes a 
Strict Libel Measure for His 
Anti-Cartoon Bill. 


SEVERE PENALTIES PROVIDED 


Heavy Fine or Imprisonment After the 
First Offense, Together with Dis- 
continuance of the Objec- 
tionable Publication. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Senator Ellsworth to- 
day introduced his so-called “ Anti-Cartoon 
bil.” It is not, however, strictly an Anti- 


Cartoon bill, but rather a libel measure. 

It provides that any person who, as prin- 
cipal or agent, conducts or engages in the 
business of editing, publishing, printing, 
selling, distributing, or circulating any li- 
centious, indecent, corrupt, depraved, or li- 
belous paper, or a paper which corrupts, de- 
praves, degrades, or injures the minds or 
morals of the public, or of its readers, or 
of the people among whom it circulates, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction of any such offense shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than $1,000, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment for 
the first offense. 

Upon conviction of any subsequent of- 
fense such person shall be punished by 
imprisonment of not less than one year 
or more than five, years, and in addition 
thereto the defendant and his agents and 
employes shall be prohibited from there- 
after publishing, printing, selling, or dis- 
tributing such paper or any paper of the 
same name. If the defendant is a domestic 
corporation its charter shall be forfeited, 


and if a foreign corporation it shall be 
prohibited from further doing business in 
this State. The judgment upon any such 
conviction shall state the prohibitions and- 
forfeitures, and any person who violates 
any provision of any such judgment is 
guilty of a contempt and may be punished 
therefor. 

Every paper published, sold, or distrib- 
uted shall contain a printed statement set- 
ting forth the names of every owner, pub- 
lisher, and editor of such paper. If the 
owner, proprietor, or publisher of any such 
paper is a corporation, such statement shall 
set forth the name of the corporation, the 
county or State under which it is organ- 
ized, and the names of the President, Vice 
President, Secretary, Treasurer, manager, 
and other officers of such corporation and 
the editors of the paper. 

Any person who ts, publishes, prints, 
sells, distributes, or circulates any paper 
which fails to contain the statement above 
required is ty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction of any such offense shall 
Se by a fine of not more than 
$1, or by imprisonment of not more than 
one year, or by both such fine and impris- 
onment. Upon the trial of any indictment 
for an offense under the first section of 
this act a statement in any paper that the 
defendant is an owner, proprietor, publish- 
er, or editor thereof is tamer ve evi- 
dence of the fact so stated. 

An indictment for any violation of the 
first section of this act may be substan- 
tially in the words of the statute, and need 
not specify any particular document, issue, 
or number of any such er, nor any par- 
ticular matter contain therein, but shall 
state the name by which such paper is 
commonly known or shall otherwise de- 
scribe or identify it, and shall state the 
period of time within which the defendant 
is charged with having carried on the pro- 
hibited business. 

vpen the trial either party may put in 
evidence a file of such paper for the period 
of time stated in the indictment, or for 
any part of said time, or any particular is- 
sues or number thereof, or any extracts 
therefrom. The jury may find whether or’ 
not the offense has been committed from 
such evidence, without proof that any par- 
ticular person or persons have been cor- 
rupted, depraved, degraded, or injured. 

Whenever there shall have been two or 
more convictions of any person, or two or 
more separate convictions or different per- 
sons, for violations at different times of Sec- 
tion 1 of this act, with respect to any 
paper, such paper shall be deemed to be a 
licentious paper, and the publication and 
circulation thereof, and of any paper of the 
same name, shall*be unlawful. Any perso’ 
who shall edit, publish, print, sell, distribute, 
or circulate any such licentious paper in 
violation of the provisions of this section 
shall upon conviction be subject to the pun- 
ishment provided in the first section of this 
act for second offenses. 

Whenever a judgment has been entered 
for a violation of the first section of this 
act as a second offense, or whenever a 
paper is deemed to be a licentious paper, as 
above defined, it shall be the duty of the 
Attorney General to bring an action or 
actions against the proprietors thereof, and 
all persons engaged in editing, publishing, 
printing, selling, distributing, and circulat- 
ing the same, or any of them, to enjoin 
them from so doing, and if the defendant 
in any such action is a domestic corpora- 
tion or association to forfeit its charter, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the Code of 
Civil Procedure. . 

The judgment rolls, or certified transcripts 
thereof, showing conviction for a second 
offense, or showing two or more separate 
convictions of different persons for viola- 
tions at different times of Section 1 of this 
act, with respect to any paper,. shall be 
conclusive evidence to the Attorney General 
and to any court in which any such action 
is brought that such paper is a licentious 
paper, and that such injunction should be 
granted, and, in the case of a domestic cor- 
poration, that fits charter should be for- 
feited. 

The word “ person,’”’ as used in this act, 
includes any person, partnership, corpora- 
tion, association, and any officer of any 
corporation or association engaged in the 
business herein prohibited. he. word 
“paper,” as used in this act, includes any 
newspaper, journal, serial, magazine, period- 
ical, and any publication of any kind. 


THE GRAND CONCOURSE. 


Senator Guy Opposed to Making an 
Appropriation This Year, 


ALBANY, Jan, 20.—Senator Guy said to- 
day that he was not surprised at the action 
of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment in turning down the item of $500,000 
for the Grand Concourse. He thought the 
board did exactly the right thing, he said, 
and he explained that its action-was in 
harmony with his bill now before the Sen- 
ate establishing a commission to superin- 


tend the construction of the concourse and 
approach, 

“My bill,” said Senator Guy, “ does not 
contemplate the paying out of any money 
this year. I don’t think the city ought to 
undertake the expenditure just now, when 
all the burdens imposed by the new charter 
are pressing upon it. But under my bill 
no appropriation will have to be made be- 
fore December, and that to be paid out 
Curae 1899. 

“Of course the concourse will have to be 
completed some time. The city has al- 
ready accumulated $3,000,000 worth of land 
for the purpose, and it is out of the ques- 
tion for it to abandon the enterprise at 
this stage. Eventually the municipality 
will get back every cent it has spent and 
more as the result of the increased value 
of property in the section which will ben- 
efit from the improvement. I agree with 
Mayor Van Wyck, however, that the work 
should not be undertaken just now.” 


THE COAL TRUST DECISION. 


Amended to Permit an Appeal to the 
Court of Appeals, 


ALBANY, Jan, 20.—The Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court to-day amended its 
decision in the anti-Coal Trust case. The 
original decision of the Court affirmed the 
decision of Justice Chester in dismissing the 
proceedings brought by the Attorney Gen- 


eral against the five railroad Presidents al- 
leged to be parties to the Coal Trust. 

e order filed by the Appellate Division 
Was not clear as to whether the Court de- 
cided that Justice Chester dismissed the 
proceedings as a matter or discretion or as 
a matter of law. If it had been a mat- 
ter of discretion, the case, which involves 
the constitutionality of the anti-trust law, 
could not be taken to the Court of .Appeals. 
In order to remove all doubt as to the ex- 
act decision of the Appéllate Division, that 
court was asked to amend its original de- 
cision. The decision handed down to-day is 
as follows: 

“Order resettled by adding thereto the 
following words: ‘ This affirmance is made 
upon questions of law, and not as matter of 
discretion, the Court holding that the ap- 
plication for the original order was insuf- 
ficient.’ ”’ ;

THE STATE. 
Important Recommendations in the 
Amnual- Report of the 


Commission. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.~—The third annual re- 
port of the State. Commission of Prisons 
was presented to the Legislature to-day. 
The total number of prisoners in the penal 
institutions under its jurisdiction on Oct. 1, 
1897, was as follows: State prisons, (includ- 
ing female prison,) 8,203; New York, State 
Reformatory, 1,525; House of Refuge for 
Women, 408; penitentiaries, 3,768; 
4,366. Total, 13,270. 

The total merchandise sales from the 
threé State prisons for the first eleven 
months of 1897 were $194,014.13, of which 
$134,023.82 were made in the four months of 
August, September, October, and Novem- 
ber, which comparison shows the rapid 
progress in manufacturing. 

* The report shows that during the first 
eight months of the year, the period of 
greatest idleness, there was an increase 
of seven cases of insanity in the State 
prisons, and of four cases in the peniten- 
tiaries, a total increase of eleven cases in a 


population of 6,971. It shows that these cases ° 


of insanity were not due to idleness, be- 
cause they occurred mostly among those 
who were ene and were due to heredi- 
ty, vice, and evil habits, 

The commission recommends: .

STATE AUCTION AGENT. 


Assemblyman Sullivan’s Bill Creating 
a New Department, 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Assemblyman T. D. 
Sullivan will introduce to-morrow a Dill 
providing for the appointment by the State 
Controller of an auction agent, to supervise 
auctions and auctioneers. The salary is to 
be $3,000 per year. ; 

The bill provides that the agent shall 
take such proceedings as may be necessary 
to secure the revocation of licenses of auc- 


tioneers violating the laws of this State in 
reference to sales at auction, and to have 
their bonds given under the provisions of 

this act declared forfeited. The fee for 
taking and approving such bonds shall be

Any person who shall at any auction sale 
of personal property make a fictitious bid 
shall be guilty of ammisdemeanor. Any auc- 
tioneer who shall make or cause to be made 
any false or fraudulent representations or 
statements in respect to the character of 
such sale, or the party authorizing the 
same, or the quality, condition, ownership, 
situation or ue of any personal property 
offered by him for sale at public auction, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall be pynished 
by iipelarement not exceeding ome year or 
By a fine not exceeding one thousand dol- 
ars.

McGrath will continue to represent the half 
in the Borough of the Bronx, of which he is 
a resident. 


The Good Roads Bill. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—The good roads Dill 
favored by Gov. Black will be introduced in 
the Assembly to-morrow by Mr. Armstrong 
and in the Senate by Senator Higbig. It is 
like the bill of last year, with the two ex- 
ceptions that no commission is to be ap- 
pointed and no money appropriated. The 
State Engineer is to have charge of con- 
struction, and any money to be employed is 
to be appropriated in the annual supply 
bill. : 


The Telephone Bill Reappears. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Assemblyman Cain of 
Brooklyn to-day introduced the Telephone 
bill of last year, providing for a commis- 
sion to consist of the Attorney General, 
Controller, and State Engineer, to regu- 
late -charges. The maximum rate in New 
York City for the use of a telephone is to 
be $85 per year, and from this it decreases to 
$27 per year in places of less than 8,000 in- 
habitants.

Extra Awards in Assessment Cases. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Senator Brackett has

Local L. A. W. Consuls Want the 
99 National Meet Held in the 
Borough of Manhattan. 


STEPS TAKEN TO OBTAIN IT 


Mayor Van Wyck Says Election Prom- 
ises to Wheelmen Will Be Fulfilled 
—The Park Board Favors a 
Substantial Shelter.

Many wheelmen of the greater city are 
desirous of having the National League of 
American Wheelmen meet held in New York 
in 1899, and the consuls of the local league 
division have taken up the matter. The 
privilege of holding the meet has always 
given rise to lively contention, as it is con- 
sidered of great benefit to business and real 
estate. At a meeting of the local consulate, 
reports of which were given out yesterday, 
the following men were appointed a com- 
mittee to advance the meet proposition: Milo 
M. Belding, Jr., A. M. Jacobus, M. D,, T. T. 
Eckert, Jr., F. M. Frobisher, and J. J. Don- 
ohue, Jr. Indianapolis has been awarded 
the meet this year. Boston also desires the 
*99 meet, and has even organized a “ “meet 
club” for campaign purposes. The same 
consuls’ committee was also intrusted with 
a settlement of the proposition to hold the 
race meet of the State division of the league 
under its auspices. 


Mayor Van Wyck was interviewed by a 
committee of the consuls relative to his dis- 
position toward cyclists. He assured the 
wheelmen that all the election promises in 
the way of good roads and wheelmen’s priv- 


ileges would be fulfilled by the administrae 
tion. He was particularly emphatic in age 
serting that the rules of the road would be 
rigorously enforced. 


Among other reports presented at the aon- 
suls’ meeting the result of a call upon 
George C. Clausen, President of the Park 
Board, was related. Mr. Clausen assured 
@ committee instructed to request a shelter 


for wheelwomen and children in Central 
Park that as soon as certain legal questions 
referring to the method of procedure in the 
board were settled the matter would receive 
prompt attention. 


It was learned that the question of hold- 
ing a cycle pageant to celebrate the as- 
phalting of Fifth Avenue came before the 
consuls. Will R. Pitman, the sponsor for 


the movement, spoke in its favor. Opinion 
was generally against him, and the proposi- 


tion was almost unanimously defeated. No 


substitute was presented. 


G. W. Clark, a well-known mechanic of 
Rochester, is.constructing a steam triplet 
to be used for pacing purposes, which is 
expected to revolutionize pacing by supply- 
ing a speed of a trifle less than a mile a 
minute. In view of the fact that several 
race meet promoters of this city intend to 


provide motor pacing for training, local 
wheelmen are taking a mild interest in Mr. 
Clark’s machine. When fully equipped the 
triplet will weigh about 400 pounds. The 
two men behind the steersman sit side by 
side-over the rear wheel. A peculiar feat- 
ure of the triplet is a contrivance by which 
two auxiliary wheels are lowered to hold 
the pecome upright until speed is ate 
tained.

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The New County Committee Meets, 
but Does Not Attempt to 
Organize. 





VARIED EXPLANATIONS GIVEN 





Proposed New Primary Law and the 
Attitude of the Anti-Platt Men 
Suggested — Opposition 
to Quigg. 





The new Republican County Committee 
met last night, in the United Charities 
Building, Twenty-second Street and Fourth 
Avenue, and adjourned without organizing, 
to meet on the evening of Feb. 3. Con- 
gressman Quigg called the committee to 
order, and Charles H. Murray was made 
temporary Chairman. When the roll was 
called a contest was announced in the Sixth 
Assembly District. James M. March brought 
the contest, and declared that the delega- 
tion headed by George W. Wagner was not 
entitled to its seat. A committee, consist- 
ing of A. B. Page, Chairman; L. L. Van 
Allen, E. J. Seymour, Otto A. Rosalsky, 
George W. Wanmaker, Frank J. Drummond, 
and Charles A. Hess, was appointed to hear 
the contest. 

The committee then took a recess for half 


an hour. When the committee reconvened 
the Contest Committee reported that it 
could not adjudicate the matter in so short 
@ time, as the contest involved the validity 
of the primaries and the hearing of twenty 
affidavits. 


Abraham Gruber, leader of the Twenty- 
first District, introduced the following reso- 
lution, which was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, By the Republican County Committee 
of the County of New York that it is now, as it 
always has been, in favor of the broadest and 
fairest primary law that can be enacted by the 
Legislature, and it pledges itself to do all in its 
power to secure the enactment of such a law and 
its strict and thorough enforcement when it goes 
into effect. 

John Sabine Smith of the Twenty-seventh 
District offered a resolution for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of nine to con- 
sider the various bills that have been or will 
be introduced in the Legislature to amend 
the primary election laws. The resolution 
was adopted and the following were named 
as the committee: John Sabine Smith, 
Chairman; Otto A. Rosalsky, A. B. Page, 
E. J. Seymour, Harvey T. Andrews, George 
Wanmaker, William H. Halpin, and Thom- 
as Lloyd. Ms 

Various reasons were given last night to 
account for the failure of the County Com- 
mittee to organize. One was that the de- 
lay was occasioned by a desire to wait until 
it could be seen what the anti-Platt men 
were going to do; another that non-fac- 
tional Republicans were trying to bring 
about unity, and that it was desirable to 
wait to see how they should succeed; and 
still a third that were the committee to 
have organized, the act might have been 
construed by the independents as an inten- 
tion to ignore them and to continue the or- 
ganization along the lines to which they 
object. 

It was said last night that the commit- 

tee, when it did organize, would elect offi- 
cers as a matter of form; that as soon as 
a primary election bill had been passed the 
committee would dissolve and entirely new 
party machinery be built to conform to the 
requirements of the new primary law. The 
old officers—L. E. Quigg, Chairman, and 
George R. Manchester, Secretary—will be 
re-elected. Who the officers of the reor- 
ganized committee will be is a question. It 
was said last night that Chairman Quigg 
would make way for some other presiding 
officer when the committee should be reor- 
ganized but for whom, no one seemed to 
know. 
. It was said that Senator Platt had been 
persuaded that it would be political wisdom 
to let Mr. Quigg retire, because of the 
declaration of the anti-organization element 
that they would not consider any harmony 
overtures so long as Mr. Quigg should re- 
main at the head of the County Committee. 
This statement has been repeatedly made 
by William Brookfield and other anti-or- 
ganization leaders. 


GOOD GOVERNMENT CLUB WORK 


The Nineteenth Assembly District Or- 
ganization to Continue Its Efforts 
in Behalf of the City. 


The Good Government Club of the Nine- 
teenth Assembly District held its annual 
dinner and meeting last evening at the 
Sherman Square Hotel, Seventy-first Street 
and the Boulevard. Supper was served at 
7 o'clock, covers being laid for about fifty 
members. After the last course the party 
adjourned to the main dining room of the 
hotel, where President George Haven Put- 
nam took the chair. The Trustees’ report 
showed that there were 131 members on 
the roll. A letter was read from John C. 
Ciark of the Citizens’ Union thanking the 
club for the valuable services it had ren- 
dered the Union during the last campaign.

@ power in a district, the continued exist- 
ence of which will help lessen or ward off 
many of the evils of the Government we do 
not believe in, but are forced to put up 
with. It is my belief and also the unani- 
mous belief of the Trustees of the club that 
we should go on with our work. I would 
myself suggest a latent activity, and that 
We come together and take action when 
there is cause to do so.”’ 

Resolutions were offered to the effect that 
the club be maintained in active operation; 
that, in order to effect a saving of expense, 
the present headquarters be given up, but 
that the club maintain a permanent office 
at a nominal cost; that the Trustees submit 
to a future meeting the question of its re- 
lation to the Citizens’ Union, after the 
Union has formulated its plan of action. 

Speeches were made by the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas R. Slicer, Col. William W. Badger, 
Prof, John B. Clark, and Joseph M. Price.

Brooklyn Citizens Hold a Big Mass 
Meeting in the Acad- 
emy of Music. 





STRONG RESOLUTIONS PASSED 





George F. Elliott and Thomas G. Shear- 
man, as a Committee, Will Go to 
Washington to Lodge a Protest 
with the Authorities. 





The meeting held last night at the Acad- 
emy of Music in Brooklyn for the purpose 
of protesting against the reduction of the 
mail-carrying service was a decided success. 
The big building was crowded long before 
the meeting was called to order. A large 
number of the letter carriers attached to 
the Brooklyn Post Office were in attendance. 

The meeting was called to order by George 
F. Eliiott, and Gen. William C. Wallace pre- 
sided. Several speeches were made. Gen. 
Wallace in opening the meeting delivered a 
short address, in which he gave an account 
of the prosperous condition of the city and 
also the many improvements which had 
been made in the mail-carrying service. He 
said the meeting had been called for a com- 
mon purpose, and that was to protest 
against the reduction of the carrying serv- 
ice. He said it was not right to reduce this 
service because economy must be had to 
overcome the expenditures made in some 
other parts of the country, and Brooklyn, 
he added, has been called upon to suffer be- 
cause there is a deficiency somewhere else 


in the land. 
Gen. Wallace resented the idea “ that Con- 
gress was composed of Mr. Loud and some 


370 other gentlemen.” 
“The trouble with the big cities,” he said, 
“is that they have been too good and pros- 


perous. If they had created a great deficit 
last year, according to the theory ‘of the 
Loud bill, they would now be entitled to an 
increase in their forces. Wisdom, justice, 
and economy have no place in such proposi- 
tions.’’ 

The resolutions of the evening, read by 
Henry Yonge, bluntly placed the blame for 
the unpopular proposition on the House 
Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads 
and in strong terms denounced the pro- 
posed action. Another resolution similar in 
character, passed by the Brooklyn Board of 
Trade, was also read. 

Murat Halstead presented figures showing 
the injustice of the proposed reduction, and 
said that there had been unjust discrimina- 
tion in selecting the big business centre of 
the country as the place to suffer. He sug- 
gested that the proper remedy for the de- 
ficiency would be in a readjustment of the 
rates and classifications of second-class 
mail matter. He called the postal carrying 
service a great express company and ad- 

irtisin ency. 
VStx-Congressman S. V. White was the 
next speaker. He also picked the second 
class mail matter classification to pieces, 
and pointed out that the Government was 
carrying this class of matter at 1-16 of what 
it cost to move it. The present proposi- 
tion, he said, was to attempt ‘to take from 
the men whose business made the revenue 
of the department the means of doing busi- 
ness. 

“The stagnation and delay in deliveries,” 
he said, ‘“‘under the proposed reduction 
would cut down the revenue of the depart- 
ment fully 10 per cent.”’ 

He closed by characterizing the work of 
the Postal Committee as a piece of rank 
ignorance. : 

Thomas G. Shearman, in his speech, said 
that the Government was paying the rail- 
roads too much money for carrying the 
mails. The proposed reduction of the mail- 
earrying force in Brooklyn was unfair. 
Fully $1,000,000 of the surplus credited to 
Manhattan, he said, really comes from the 
business men of Brooklyn whose offices are 
in New York. 

George F. Elliott was the last speaker. 

Mr. Elliott and Thomas G. Shearman were 
appointed a committee to go to Washington 
to protest against the reduction.

the number of letter carriers in this city 
on account of the deficit of the department 
in the country at large. 

The meeting will be presided over by 
General Thomas L. James, ex-Postmaster 
of New York and Postmaster General un- 
der President Garfield. A number of prom- 
inent citizens have been invited to attend 
and join in the protest. Chairman Love, of 
the House Committee on Posts Offices and 
Roads has written to the association say- 
ing that the Committee on Appropriations 
is. the only committee to recelve a protest 
on a deficiency appropriation.

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“MIX-UP IN CHINESE DATES. 
The Chinese Minister Proclaims an 
Error in the Date of Celebrat- 


ing the New Year. 


A perplexing problem has presented itself 
to the Chinese residents of this city. They 
have not been able to make up their minds 
whether their New Year’s. celebration 
should begin to-day or to-morrow. The 
Chinese Minister at Washington has issued 
@ proclamation declaring that to-morrow 
shall be celebrated instead of to-day, and 
that the Chinese residents in this country 
have for the past forty-eight years begun 
celebrating a day too soon. Why it has 
taken forty-eight years to make this inter- 
esting discovery is not set forth, but there 
is no doubt that the children of the Celestial 
Puiptre have been laboring under a sad de- 
usion. 

The difference in time between this coun- 
7 and China was the cause of the mistake, 

hen their New Years was being cele- 
‘brated here it was a day later in their ua- 
tive country. And the ister at Washing- 
ton thinks the celebration should begin here 
at the same time as in China. 

The proclamation to the Chinese residents 
of the country to change the date of the 
celebration. has been sent to the. Chinese 
Consuls, who have transmitted it to the 
leading Chinamen of the cities where they 
are stationed. The proclamation has cre- 
oe a good deal of excitement of China- 
own. 

Some of its residents have decided to ig- 
nore it entirely and begin celebrating to- 
day, and last night they were hard at work 
making their preparations. Others intend 
to show their respect for their country’s 
representative by postponing their festivi- 
ies. The result will be that there will be 
wo Chinese New Years this year. The 
San Francisco Chinamen have telegraphed 
that ithey are going to stick to their old 
day of celebrating. 

A Mott Street Joss House Chinaman, 
speaking of the minister’s proclamation, 
made a statement in his native tongue, a 
correct translation of which was, according 
to an interpreter, “‘To the d—l with the 
Minister at Washington,”’

A Parlor Car’s Wheels Break and 
Damage the Track.

Grandmaster Sar- 
gent of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen, said to-night that it is hard to 
tell what the outcome will be, but he be- 
lieved the men would receive their rights. 


THE COTTON MILL STRIKE. 


Massachusetts Legislature Asked to 
Investigate the Trouble. 


BOSTON, Jan. 20.—The sum total of to- 
day’s new features in the textile troubles 
was the shutting down of the Cabot mill at 
Brunswick, Me., because of desertion of 
help in sympathy with striking weavers, 
and the announcement that a small mill of 
the Social Manufacturing Company at 
Woonsocket, R. I., would shut down for a 
few days for lack of orders. 

The mill troubles found their way into 
the Massachusetts Legislature to-day. Re- 


cently the Arkwright Club, in recommend- 
ing a cut-down in wages, laid stress upon 
the competition of Southern mills through 
the longer working day of mill employes. 
The club urged the repeal of the restrict- 
ive measures in force in Massachusetts. 
With the first inkling of an attempt to 
carry out this recommendation labor repre- 
sentatives in the House introduced bills for 
a fifty-five-hour week, no overtime for wo- 
men and children, and to investigate the 
present textile situation. 

There was no change in the situation to- 
day at New Bedford and the other strike 
centres. No disturbances were reported 
from any place. In Fall River the discon- 
tent, although entirely beneath the surface, 
is growing, and the mill officials know it and 
are apprehensive. At Biddeford, Me., ar- 
rangements for serving strike rations of 
soup and food are being made. The citizens 
are contributing money, and societies are 
offering all sorts of aid. The strike may as- 
sume acute conditions there sooner than at 
any other place.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 20.—Two Yale 
graduates have just been announced as the 
winners of the first and second prizes of- 
fered to students in Biblical literature by 
the American Institute of Sacred Literature, 
of which President William R. Harper of 
Chicago University is the head.

Five men competed from Yale and fifty- 
eight colleges were represented in the ex- 
amination which was held last March. In 
the previous examination a Yale student 
won second prize. The institute announces 
that the next one will be held in March, 
1899. 
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Chicago Companies. Prepare a Bill 
Providing for a 99-Year Duration. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—Street railway inter- 
ests of Illinois, banded together at the 
Great Northern Hotel on Jan. 5 as a State 
Association, have prepared a bill for sub- 
mission to the Legislature, which will, if 
passed, make the duration of every street 
railway franchise in the State ninety-nine 
years. The bill was prepared by C. L. 
Bonney of the Chicago General Electric 
Railway Company. 

In submitting copies of the bill to the 
members of the Illinois Street Railway As- 
sociation, Mr. Bonney sends a letter, in 
which he takes the ground that the street 
railway companies, ng incorporated un- 
der the Constitution and statutes of the 
State, the Legislature can extend the fran- 
chises. As the Federal Constitution recog- 
nizes only the State and counties, the mu- 
nicipalities, he argues, have nothing to do 
with the granting or extending of the fran- 
chise, having only the power of enforcing 
police regulations as to the running of cars 
through the streets. 

Mr. Bonney also argues that future. liti- 
gation be so framed that an appeal from the 
State Supreme Court to the Supreme Court 
of the United States will be inevitable. 

It is reported that immediately upon the 
conclusion of the present special session of 
the Legislature Gov. Tanner will be asked 
c. _ another to take up street railway 

fairs. 





SEATTLE AND INTERNATIONAL. 





Its Acquirement by Seattle Men Re- 
garded as a Benefit to that City. 


SEATTLE, Washington, Jan. 20.—No rail- 
road transaction of recent years, it is be 
lieved here, was of such importanee to Seat- 
tle and Washington as the purchase of the 
Seattle and International, formerly the Se- 
attle and Lake Shore and Eastern, Rail- 
road by Moore & Schley of New York for 
Judge Thomas Burke, now General West- 
ern Counsel of the Great Northern; A. Mac- 
Intosh, a banker, and other Seattle men, 
together with the banking firm of Jamieson, 
Smith & Colting of New York. 

It was designed by the promoters of the 
company to give Seattle a competing line 
against the Northern Pacific, which at that 
time was engaged in booming Tacoma and 
7 doing everything possible against Seat- 
tle. 

The promoters of the road started with 
little money, and at every stage they en- 
countered the most bitter opposition on the 
part of the Northern Pacific. When the 
road was completed to a junction with the 
Canadian Pacific, ithe Northern Pacific ac- 
quired control, dismissed the old Board of 
Directors, and then operated the line under 
a traffic contract. This contract, Federal 
Judge Hanford held to be in violation of the 
Northern Pacific charter, and took the line 
from the Northern Pacific and placed it in 
the hands of a receiver. 

Later the Canadian Pacific effected a 
traffic arrangement with the road, which, 
when sold under foreclosure and reorgan- 
ized, became ‘the Seattle and International. 
For nearly two years it has been the 
Canadian Pacific’s entrance to Seattle and 
Puget Sound. It is said here that James 
J. Hill is in the present deal, in proof of 
which it is cited that it will be as much 
to the interest of the Great Northern as 
to the Northern Pacific to keep the Cana- 
dian Pacific out of this territory. 


LEHIGH VALLEY CHANGES.

He is to be in charge of traffic in New Eng- 
land, New York City, and New Jersey. 

It was rumored to-day that the freight 
and passenger departments of the Lehigh 
Valley will be transferred to New York 
City very shortly.

SANTA FH, New Mexico, Jan. 20.~Arti- 
cles of incorporation have been filed with 
the Territorial Secretary of the White Oaks 
and Kansas City Railway. The incorpor- 
ators are J. A. Eddy, W. A. Hawkins, H. A. 
Connor, C, L. Christie, and W. H. Austin. 
The Directors are C. D. Simpson, Scranton, 
Penn; B. S. Harmon and G. C. W. Lowry, 
New York; John A. Eddy, Denver; C. B. 
Eddy, W. A. Hawkins, Max Frost, New 
Mexico. ‘The capital stock is $4,000,000. The 
road runs from near White Oaks, Lincoln 
County, New Mexico, to points on the New 
Mexico-Texas line, in Union County, about 
250 miles north, connecting with a road of 
the same name, to be chartered under the 
laws of the State of Texas. Surveyors will 
be sent into the fleld immediately. 


General Passenger Agents Meet. 


The General Passenger Agents’ Associa- 
tion met yesterday in the Murray Hill Ho- 
tel. The recommendation of the rate clerks, 
made the day before, that the excursion 
rates of last Summer be maintained this 
year,. was ratified. John M. Binker, Presi- 
dent of the Pan-American Exposition to be 
held in 1899 at Niagara Falls, and W. Car- 
roll Ely, Director General of the exposi- 
tion, addressed the meeting. They urged 
that the agents take cognizance of the ex- 
position and make their plans accordingly. 
W. E. Davis, General Passenger and Tick- 
et Agent of the Grand Trunk Railway, was 
elected President of the association, and 
George C. Wells, Chief Clerk of the Cana- 
dian Pacific, at Montreal, was re-elected 
Secretary. 





Levy on Kansas Railroad Preperty. 


LEBAVENWORTH, Kan., Jan. 20.—Ex- 
United States Marshal Neely and deputies 
began to-day levying on the real estate of 
tthe Leavenworth, Kansas and Western Rail- 
road, formerly the Old Kansas Central Rail- 
way, to satisfy a deficiency Judgment held 
when the rolling stock and roadbed were 
sold in November last to satisfy the mort- 
gage of the Union Trust Company of New 
York. It did not bring within a million and 
a half dollars of the amount held against 
it. Marshal Neely is serving the papers as 
unfinished business before his successor 
takes charge. He has levied on the depots, 
real estate, and town lots in Garrison, Mil- 
tonvale, Green, Olsborg, Leonardsville, and 
other places along the line, and the property 
will ‘be sold at auction.

New Relations Before the So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers. 





ENGINEERS MEN OF SCIENCE 


In Their Hands Are the Present and 
the Future—A Plea to Adopt the 
Traditions of Art—Fog Prevents 

the Harbor Excursion. ' 


Russell Sturges addressed the Americaft 
Society of Civil Engineers last evening on 
“New Relationg Between Engineering and 
Architecture.” The address was delivered 
in the new house of the society, 220 West 
Fifty-seventh Street, at the concluding ses- 
sion of the forty-fifth annual meeting. 
Vice President E. P. North presided and 
introduced the speaker. Numerous lantern- 
slide fllustrations were used: 

Mr. Sturgis said that in speaking to the 
engineers as a representative of fine arts 
it was as of the old tothe new. Artists are 
dimly aware that the present and the future 
are in the hands of men of science. He 
would not pretend, he said, to represent 
the architects, but felt he might properly 
speak for decorative artists, as he knew 
intimately how decorative art is done—how 
the fine arts are applied to the adornment 
of life and the objects of life. As an archi- 
tect he had tried to bring the decorative 
arts into use. 

Mr. Sturges said the secret of vaultism in 
building was known to the Western Astatics 
700 years before Christ, and perhaps be- 
fore, and was transmitted to the Romans 
through the Alexandrian Greeks, resulting 
in the series of great vaulted buildings that 
sprang up in Rome, such as the Baths of 
Diocletian. The same spirit was manifested 
in Byzantine art, St. Sophia, in Constanti- 
nople, being an example. 

Of the ribbed vault of the thirteenth cent- 
ury. of which many fine spectmens: exist 
in France, the speaker said the conception 
came from tradition. During the whole 
reign of this glorious thing called Gothic 
architecture, builders had skill, but little 
or no science. Mathematics had little or 
nothing to do with it.. The essence of the 
thing was tradition. 

Pictures of the Baths of Diocletian and 
St. Bophia, which Mr. Sturges pronounced 
the Alpha and Omega of classical architect- 
ure, were shown and their points comment- 
ed upon. Then the interior of the Grand 
Central Station was thrown upon the wall 
and Mr. Sturges said: 

“I ask you and ask the public, is there 
any reason why the Grand Central Station 
should not have been as superb in effect?” 

He pointed out the destructive effect of 
the alternating lines of darkness and light 
in the roof, and said the man who designed 
that interior and put in the end wall did 
not know how to handle the subject. 

A New York armory and the Gallery of 
Machinery at the last Paris Exposition were 
shown and contrasted. The feeblest archi- 
tect, Mr. Sturges said, has by him the tra- 
ditions of Greek art and its ineffable charm 
and delicacy, while the engineer is entirely 
devoid of such traditions. 

The interior of the famous chapel of 
King’s College, Cambridge, and of the read- 
ing room of the Paris Library modeled after 
it, were shown. “Here,” said Mr. Sturges, 
“is a thought, and as it is an intelligent 
one, it has never been followed.” 

After the Cathedral of Paris, (Notre 
Dame;) the Cathedral of Bourges, a church 
n Rouen, and several dreams of modern 

rench architects had been shown, a num- 
ber of modern high buildings in New York, 
Chicago, and Buffalo were presented, both 
in their finished and unfinished condition, 
and criticised. 

Mr. Sturges’s concluding advice to en- 
gineers in designing was to provide for 
decorations—to call in the painters and 
sculptors at the proper time and invite 
their suggestions. The engineer, he said 
is prone to think of something, whether it 
will stand or not; whereas, he should con- 
sider whether it was fit to stand. Tradi- 
tions of beauty cannot begin to grow until 
the engineers are agreed that beauty is to 
be desired. 

The society passed a formal vote of 
thanks to Mr. Sturges, and then the mem- 
bers enjoyed a ‘‘ smoker.”

CAN ANYTHING BE DONE? 

We gave the other day the opinions of 

four Senators that nothing would be done 
for currency reform in the Senate. These 
Senators were one fairly sound money 
Republican, one silver Republican, one 
silver Democrat, and one gold Democrat. 
In ordinary circumstances their adverse 
judgment must be taken as conclusive. 

There is one man who can do much 
to change the course these Senators now 
say the Senate will take. That is Presi- 
dent McKINLEY. He has taken his stand. 
It is not an extreme one. He says that 
the endless chain should be broken so 
The 
most narrow partisan cannot deny that 
this much, at least, is demanded by the 
St. Louis platform. But this declaration 
is a mere mockery unless the revenues 
be made sufficient. If the President will 
let it be known to his party and to his 
country that the aim of his Administra- 
tion is actually to cut the endless chain, 
and so to provide the revenue to cut it, 
he can reach that aim. 

Let him proclaim as the supreme meas- 
ures that he seeks, 1, taxes that will 
surely meet the deficit; 2, authority for 
temporary loans; 3, the reissue of re- 
deemed legal tenders for gold only. This 
is not a radical or advanced policy. It is 
very far from being all that the country 
needs. It leaves untouched that rational 
reform of the bank currency in which 
lies the hope of permanent prosperity. 
But it would be a definite step in the 
right direction. It would commit the 
Government not merely against the de- 
basement of the currency, but to the 
firm establishment of the gold standard. 
It would very greatly strengthen the 
credit of the Nation at home and abroad. 
It would give business a stable basis of 
needed confidence. It would replace with 
something solid the present vague and 
unsatisfying professions of the party in 
power. 

Could Mr. McKIn.ey bring this about? 

If he were really in earnest, undoubt- 
edly he could. He has so far been con- 
tent to follow his party, or, at most, not 
to outstrip it. Now let him lead it. Let 
him make it known that the standing of 
every Representative and Senator at the 
White House will depend on his fidelity 
and zeal in the promotion of the Admin- 
istration policy. Let them feel that the 
fate of every bill requiring his signature 
will be decided by the fate of his own 
measures for the benefit of the country. 
He has not been slow to use influence 
and patronage for what he believes to 
be the good of the party in various sec- 
tions. Let him use them with greater 
decision and firmness for the good of the 
whole Nation.

INVITING FAILURE. 

The anti-Platt movement starts out 
well, but some of its leaders show a 
strong desire to run it into the ditch. A 
State organization, bent on making nomi- 
nations under fair conditions, admitting 
all Republicans—that is good so far as it 
goes, But when Mr. BrookFrieLp starts 
for Albany to get the “views” and the 
possible “co-operation” of Gov. BLACK 
and Mr. Parn and Mr. ALDRIDGE, he bids 
fair to tumble the whole movement by 
the side of the road. 

There ig no way known to man to keep 
@ political party pure and to manage its 
affairs honestly and fairly all the time. 
If Mr. BROOKFIELD and all the people 
who resent the influence of Pratr and 
the use he makes of it were to get a 
large majority of the party into a clean 
and open organization, they could run 
it well for a while, but sooner or later 
either PLaTT or some other boss of equal 
force and no more character would get 
hold of it and make it very much what 
the present machine is. The reason of 
this is plain. The good objects to be at- 
tained by the Republican Party—or the 
Democratic either, for that matter—are 
not at present of enough importance to 
a sufficient number of voters to induce 
them to give the time and labor and 
money necessary to keep up an organiza- 
tion for good objects and not let it be 
perverted to bad ones. This is not a 
cheerful state of things, but it is the 
plain fact. 

This being the fact, the anti-Platt Re- 
publicans must concentrate their ener- 
gies on what can be accomplished. If a 
permanently sound and pure organiza- 
tion cannot be formed, at least one can 
be formed that will be pure and sound at 
its start, that will destroy PLatTr and 
will work for the good of the party and 
the State as long as enough earnest men 
can be found to labor for it hard enough. 
But such an organization must have one 
definite aim, openly avowed, firmly held, 
and inflexibly pursued. It must aim to 
destroy PLATT’s influence and his ma- 
chine, though the Republican Party suf- 
fer defeat in the process. Nothing short 
of this will do any good. If Mr. Brooxk- 
FIELD and his friends start out with the 
declaration that they will do everything 
to reform their party except to defeat it 
in an important State election, they sur- 
render in advance. They will excite in 
the mind of Mr. Piatt and his friends 
nothing but weariness and contempt. 
For Mr. PLattT knows perfectly well that 
the moment will come when he can say: 
“Stop, or the party shall be defeated.” 
Then the game is up. He can choose his 
own time for saying that; he can let the 
reformers go just as far as he thinks 
best; but if they are not prepared to de- 
feat their party at the polls, it is he, not 
they, who can put a limit to their move- 
It is he who is master of the sit- 
uation, not they. 

It does not follow that defeat will come 
to the party if the anti-Platt movement 
is resolutely pushed at the risk of defeat. 
The Democratic Party is being subjected 
to influences that may prove very dan- 


ment, 


gerous, It is by no means impossible 
that its machinery may grind out one 
candidate and the Platt machine another 
that will give the anti-Platt Republicans 
a chance to name a man good enough to 
win over both. But whether this shall 
turn out to be the case or not, the Re- 
publican reformers can achieve practi- 
cally nothing under the guidance of men 
like BLAcK and PaYN and AL®RIDGE and 
BELDEN. These men are selfish and not 
scrupulous. They care very little wheth- 
er the Republican Party be pure and its 
primaries free and open, and its candi- 
dates worthy, so long as it wins at the 
polls and they have the division of the 
honors and the spoils. They are every 
one of them of the same kidney as Piatt. 
Not one of them has a political con- 
science that is not controlled by appetite. 
Mr. BROOKFIELD’s scheme is wrecked in 
advance if they are to be included in it. 








GERMANY IN CHINA, 


The Cologne Gazette’s statement of 
Germany’s Chinese policy fortunately 
comes concurrently with the announce- 
ment of the arrival of two good British 
men-of-war at Kiao-Chau, It behooves 
the United States to take more than a 
general interest in this matter, for 
the law expounded at Berlin is not the 
law that has been insisted upon at Wash- 
ington. Upon the surface Germany joins 
issue with England, but really the issue 
is equally with the United States, unless 
our Government takes a different view in 
this case from the position it assumed 
toward France over Tunis and Mada- 
gascar. 

When France took control of the great 
African island, and sought to apply the 
French tariff, complications in our com- 
merce arose at once, and were only 
allayed when France by statute declared 
Madagascar a French colony, thus regu- 
larizing the situation and enabling 
France to annul previous treaties; 
France is even now negotiating with all 
the powers for the abolition of Tunisian 
tariffs and treaties. , 

But mark how easily the Kaiser dis- 
poses of such cobwebs. Kiao-Chau is 
so German that the German occupation 
does away with the treaty rights of other 
powers. But at the same time the 
“lease” is such that it “remains, as be- 
fore, foreign territory.” It is still Chi- 
nese when it is to Germany’s interest 
that it should be Chinese, and it is Ger- 
man to the extent that Germany’s in- 
terests require it to become German, 
Nothing in the way of a diplomatic ex- 
position was ever written quite so be- 
wildering as this, unless it be Mr. Dine- 


Lex’s anguished remarks upon the cotton 
strike. 

Mr. OLNEY was a very rude man, but 
he had a way of being right and bringing 
others to his way of thinking. We are 
almost sorry it is not Mr. Ounzy to 
whom the Kaiser is now laying down 
law and manners. It is not too much to 
say that none of Mr. SHERMAN’s utter- 
ances have given the country confidence 


that he will protect our Chinese com- 


merce as Mr. OLNEY did our commerce 
with the French possessions. This is a 
pity, for the one is to the other as a 
sprat to a whale. Still, Mr. SHERMAN 
should feel that if he is judiciously right 
and stubborn he has,the country behind 
him. There is no presumption in Ger- 
many’s favor as there was in favor of 
France. The lesson in deportment begun 
at Port au Prince, and continued at Ber- 
lin toward Mr. WuitTp, should not have 
a@ sequel at Washington. 





STILL IN THE DARK. 


Our neighbor The Sun arraigns us on 
the charge that we have misrepresented 
Senator Woxcort’s position as defined in 
his speech of Jan. 17. As a first specifica- 
tion it reprints this passage from the 
Senator’s speech: 


By virtue of our appointment we were 
authorized to negotiate an international 
agreement. It seems elemental and un- 
necessary to say, that any agreement ne- 
gotiated by us could have no binding au- 
thority except as Congress enacted it into 
a law. Not only were the authority and 
sanction and eee with which we were 
intrusted specifically set forth in the law 
under which we were appointed, but there 
were never at any time instructions given 
us that sought in the slightest degree to 
change or hamper or limit the full powers 
conferred upon us by law. 


It then returns a verdict of guilty on 
the evidence of the following extract 
from THE TIMES’s article commenting on 
the speech, 


Mr, Wo.corr’s speech is remarkable for 
the following significant omissions: 

(1) No authority is given for the offer 
by the commission to open the mints of 
the United States to unlimited coinage of 
silver. None could be given. Mr, WoLcoTt 
talks largely of the instructions leaving to 
the commission the unqualified authority 
conferred by the law. ut the law does 
not cover this, and cannot. So far as Mr, 
Wo.tcorTt shows, the proposition was a pure 
assumption by the commission, without 
sanction in its instructions and without the 
shadow of right, ' 


Truth and justice compel us to repeat 
the offense. We therefore again declare 
that Mr. Wo.cort’s omission to give the 
authority for the extraordinary offers he 
made to the Governments of France and 
Great Britain is significant. 

At the conference held in the British 
Foreign Office on July 12 Senator Wot- 
coTtt told Lord SALISBURY that France 
was ready to reopen her mints to the 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 15% 
to 1, adding that “ the American envoys 
had accepted that ratio.” Tur Times in- 
sists that the law creating the commis- 
sion gave no authority for the offer to 
open our mints to the free coinage of 
silver at 15% to 1, and that authority 
cannot be read into the law so that any- 
body outside of a lunatic asylum would 
recognize it as valid. 3 

The law assumes that those who in- 
terpret its provisions and exercise its au- 
thority are reasonable beings. It was not 
a reasonable exercise of authority, even 
the authority of a plenipotentiary, for 
Mr. Wo.LcotTtT to negotiate or attempt to 
negotiate for this country an interna- 
tional agreement to coin unlimited silver 
at 15% to 1. In his assurances and nego- 
tiations the envoy is bound to keep with- 
in the limits of sanity, and not to prom- 
ise things his Government would by no 
possibility accept. Our “envoys” might 
have gone further and with scarcely 
greater unreason have accepted the ratio 
of 10 to 1, or have agreed to make silver 
by law the sole standard money of the 
United States. Senator Wo.Lcorr’s ad- 
mission that we may have to come to 
the ratio of 20 to 1 is a sufficient com- 
mentary on the performance. 

Accordingly, we hold that these offers 
were not authorized by law, and if the 
commission did not make them as pure 
assumptions of its own, it was encour- 
aged to make them by the suggestion of 
some high personage in Washington. We 
have diligently interrogated the high per- 
sonages in Washington in the matter, but 
without result. Somebody is the respon- 
sible author of the crazy and monstrous 
propositions made by Mr. WoLcoTT on 
July 12. We should like to know who it 
is, and Mr. Wo.LcoTT does not tell us. 





“BUYING A LAWSUIT.” 


Mr. Cart ScHurRzZ makes an excellent 
point, in the current number of Harper’s 
Weekly, upon Hawaiian annexation. He 
calls attention anew to the fact, which has 
been called attention to before, that weare 
the “ chartered libertine” of civilized na- 
tions, and are permitted to do things 
which would not be permitted to any 
other power. A good many of us have 
been in the habit of attributing our im- 
munity to the fact that nobody expects 
civilized manners of us. There may be 
something in this explanation, which is 
not in the least flattering to us. But 
Mr. ScHuRz gives a more substantial ex- 
planation, which is in effect that no for- 
eign nation has anything to gain by 
fighting us. It is true that there has 
been, and is now, nothing to prevent any 
strong naval power from taking posses- 
sion of our chief seaports, and hold- 
ing them to ransom, but that would par- 
take too much of the nature of piracy to 
be in accordance with the spirit of the 
age. Germany might be moved to such 
an enterprise, being, although in most 
respects a modern country, ruled by a 
mediaeval monarch. But in general we 
are safe from being held to account for 
our procedures in that there is, nation- 
ally speaking, nothing to be gained by 
fighting us. 

But all that would be changed as soon 
as we, in our turn, began the “ career of 
expansion,” before we had half enough 
population to develop the resources of 
this continent. If we took possession of 
Hawaii we should at once supply to the 
overcrowded and expanding nations of 
Europe a reason for going to war with 
us and a prize of battle. We should be- 









come at the same time provocative and 
vulnerable if we went to work to “ buy 
a lawsuit’ two thousand miles away. 
Our present position is unassailable, as 
unassailable as that of Great Britain in 
China, and for the same reasons. Our 
commercial relations with Hawaii are 
so much more important than those of 
all other countries put together that we 
can very well insist that no other power 
shall take possession of the islands, by 
annexation or protectorate, or any other 
form of adoption. The power which 
might be supposed to have most interest 
in that direction, Great Britain, has dis- 
tinctly disclaimed any intention of inter- 
fering with our superior interests. But 
as soon as we indicate, by annexing Ha- 
waii, that we want not only “ trade” but 
“territory,” we give each of the powers 
which are contending for the control of 
the western shore of the Pacific a motive 
for quarreling with us. We offer them 
the possession of the Hawaiian Islands 
as the prize of victory. It follows that, 
as soon as we assumed charge of the 
islands, we should have to maintain a 
navy for their protection superior to any 
navy that could be brought to bear 
against us. We should assume, without 
any motive, the burden of. excessive 
armaments to which the European na- 
tions are subjected without any fault of 
their own. 








TWO MUNICIPAL MISTAKES. 

The Tammany Government is well ad- 
vised in making the very utmost of any 
mistakes that may have been made by 
its predecessor, Mayor Van Wyck on 
Wednesday had two occasions to criticise 
the action of the previous administra- 
tion. He availed himself of both to the 
full, and it must be said that upon each 
occasion he appeared to be in the right. 

The first occasion was the appearance 
before the Board of Estimate of an ap- 
plication of $500,000 for the ‘“ Grand 
Concourse.” This is the scheme of run- 
ning a magnificent “ridge road,’’ com- 
manding an eastward and a westward 
slope, north from the Harlem River to 
Mosholu Parkway. The project was 
taken in charge and put through the 
Legislature by Purroy, who was at that 
time a Tammany leader in good and reg- 
ular standing. It is a very magnificent 
scheme, and some day, when the city 
has grown up to it, it is likely to be well 
worth executing. But in the present con- 
dition of the annexed district it is ab- 
surdly premature and extravagant. The 
Mayor showed good sense in having the 
appropriation for it thrown out of the 
budget. 

The second occasion was much more 
serious. It was the removal of the Com- 
missioners of the new East River Bridge 
and the appointment of a new set. Some 
of these latter are very respectable men, 
though the names of some others would, 
in a civilized community and under a re- 
sponsible Government, excite great won- 
der. But the main interest of the trans- 
formation lies in the reasons given by 
the Mayor for the removal of the old 
Commissioners. The chief of these rea- 
sons is that the commission has allowed 
to the lawyers in its employ counsel 
fees amounting in two years to $45,000, 
for the legal services required in con- 
nection with the bridge. On the face of 
it this is a monstrous performance, It 
calls for explamation, which one of the 
inculpated counsel, Mr. H. G. INGRA- 
HAM, has hastened to give to The Brook- 
lyn Eagle. But the explanation grievous- 
ly lacks the specification which is re- 
quired to make it convincing. The 
Mayor points out that the other counsel, 
Judge CHOATE, has drawn from the city, 
in addition to these fees, some $30,000 
for his legal services in connection with 
the Elm Street improvement, 

Now, on the face of the transaction, 
these charges, which have been allowed 
by the Bridge Commissioners, are alto- 
gether monstrous. There are very few 
lawyers in either city whose services 
command any such sum in the open mar- 
ket. These few are lawyers of the first 
force, whose counsel is sought only in 
difficult and complicated cases, where 
much is at stake. What was there about 
the process of acquiring title for the 
property needed for the new bridge so 
difficult as made it incumbent upon the 
Bridge Commissioners to employ the 
most expensive lawyers or to pay them 
fees which would have compensated the 
leaders of the legal profession in closely 
contested cases? We waive the question 
whether the counsel employed by the 
commission ever did or ever could com- 
mand in private practice any such fees 
as were awarded them by the Bridge 
Commissioners. But what was there 
about the work they were employed to 
do which justified the retaining of such 
very expensive talent? Why could not 
any young lawyer have done it as well 
for one-tenth of the fees demanded and 
obtained by the lawyers actually em- 
ployed? 

These are questions which it behooves 
the counsel and the Commissioners to 
answer. In the absence of a satisfactory 
answer the Mayor’s action is abundantly 


justified.

—-All the English ship-certifying societies 
—Lloyd’s, the Bureau Veritas, and the 
British Corporation—have been notified by 
the President of the English Board of Trade 
that they will soon be asked to send repre- 
sentatives to a meeting at which the much 
discussed Winter load-line rule will be 
again considered, It is evident, therefore, 
that the prospects are good for some change 
in the existing regulations. It is not so 
probable, unfortunately, that the change 
will more than mitigate the grievance 
against which the shipping merchants in 
our Northern ports have long and justly 
complained. The Lloyd’s people have al- 
ready expressed the opinion that it will 
be sufficient to remove the line of demarka- 
tion from Cape Charles to Cape Hatteras, 
and if the other organizations fall in with 
this view, and if the Board of Trade adopts 
it, nothing of importance will be accom- 
plished. Certain ports now favored will 
have their privileges withdrawn, but the 





dressed. What ‘is needed is that the ‘load- 
ling rule should be based on a new and 
correct principle—the principle that points 
of departure and arrival have nothing to do 
with a ship’s safety, but that the course 
over which ghe sails has everything to do 
with it. A steamer bound from New Or- 
leans to Liverpool might, if her Captain 
chose, pass through less dangerous waters 
than a steamer starting from New York, 
but as a matter of fact she does not, and 
it is therefore absurd to give her rights 
denied to her rival. It is distinctly hu- 
miliating that the prosperity of American 
cities should thus be dependent, in no 
small degree, upon the action of foreign 
corporations, but of course we are helpless 
so long as our laws throw all of our carry- 
ing trade into English hands. 





—Gold-laden miners from the Klondike 
continue to arrive over those terrible passes 
about which we have heard so much, and 
one party of them follows another with a 
regularity that hints at something much 
like a conspiracy on the part of the first 
prospectors to exaggerate the dangers of 
the journey and so prevent too minute a 
division of the new-found treasure. This 
emphasizing of difficulty and hardship was 
entirely natural, and it may have been 
done by each man without any particular 
arrangement with others, but it had a com- 
bined effect, and threw over the Yukon 
Valley and its approaches a veil of terror 
which the future inhabitants of the region 
will probably soon be eager to cast aside, 
It’s doubtless cold up there, and the roads 
must be much like those which Gen, CoLLis 
and the Third Avenue Railway Company 
have provided for the use of New Yorkers, 
but there is not much reason to believe 
that either travel or,residence in any part 
of Alaska is calculated to try beyond meas- 
ure the endurance of strong and well 
equipped men. If the miners could make 
their way from Dawson City to Skaguay 
in the middle of December, the journey is 
not impossible at any time, and as money, 
or the next thing to it, gold in dust and 
nuggets, is abundant among the miners the 
chances are that few of them will go hun- 
gry very long. As for relief expeditions, 
it need cause no great anxiety that much 
uncertainty prevails in regard to them. 
One day we hear that they will be sent 
and the next that they will not. Perhaps 
it makes little difference what the final 
decision may be. 





—It would have been sad, indeed, if the 
American Society of Civil Engineers had 
given up its effort to make folks abandon 
the A. M. and P. M. system of dividing 
the day and adopt that of numbering the 
hours from 1 to 24, Of course there is 
hardly the shadow of a possibility that the 
change will ever be made. A hundred strong 
and logical arguments favor it, and not 
one can be presented in opposition, but 
there would be a little inconvenience until 
the new system became familiar, and as 
things are going along fairly well at pres- 
ent, the hope of overcoming popular in- 
ertia is microscopic. Still, the engineers 
should not cease to advise the reform. 
By so doing they give pleasure to cynics, 
who like to have illustrations of human 
folly conveniently at hand, and they pre- 
serve their own reputations as men de- 
lighting in accuracy and common sense. 
The rest of us will continue to duplicate 
the name of every hour till the end of time, 
just as we perpetuate FAHRENHEIT’sS mis- 
take about the extreme of cold, but, ob- 
stinate as we are, we like to have our folly 
denounced every so oftan, for that makes us 
believe that we are interesting and im- 
portant, ‘So, though only one railroad, and 
that in Canada, has adopted the reasonable 
system of marking clocks and time, the 
engineers should keep on giving good ad- 
vice. That it’s not accepted only adds to 
their merit. 





PERSONAL. 





—Another Spanish officer upon whom 
was imposed the task of seducing Cuban 
soldiers from their allegiance has met the 
fate of Col. Ruiz, but for some rather mys- 
terious reason his death does not create a 
ripple of excitement, and even the Span- 
ish authorities do not lift their hands in 
horror. Yet Capt. PuGA seems to have been 
just as much of a “herald” as Ruiz was. 
He went to a rebel camp and offered money 
to a subordinate, exactly as Ruiz did, and 
was executed on detection, exactly as. he 
had been warned he would be. That the 
one case made a great stir and the other 
none at all is due, perhaps, to the fact that 
now the circumstances and conditions are 
thoroughly understood, while then they 
were laboriously distorted, Until the Cu- 
bans kill a Spanish envoy who approaches 
the rebel lines openly under a white flag, 
asks for the commanding officer as soon as 
he arrives, and presents credentials proving 
that he is empowered by the Governor Gen- 
eral to treat for peace or a suspension of 
hostilities, there will be no need to de- 
nounce them for violating the one sacred 
law pertaining to so-called civilized war. 
They have not done that yet, and will not, 
though they hang fifty unfortunates whose 
mission Spain can avow or disavow, accord- 
ing to whether success or failure is its re- 
sult, 





—RDMore attention than it has yet re- 
ceived is deserved by one detail of Emperor 
WILLIAM’s bargain with the Chinese. It 
was in return for two missionaries that he 
exacted a harbor, a ‘arge city, and an in- 
definite but large amount of “ hinterland.” 
The missionaries, however, were not of the 
sort which the Kaiser regards as of partic- 
ular value and importance. They did not 
belong to his own church, and therefore 
they were not preaching the doctrines which 
that church inculcates, and still less were 
they preaching those which Prince HENRY 
is to distribute among the people of China 
if his two venerable packets don’t have the 
ill-luck to run short of coal out of signaling 
distance from an English station. All this 
raises interesting questions. How much of 
China would the Emperor have demanded 
if the missionaries had been of a different 
kind? How much might Great Britain 
claim for a brace of evangelists selected by 
Exeter Hall itself? These are problems 
that cannot be solved any too soon if the 
Chinese are to know where they stand, or if 
the civilization of the Far East is to pro- 
ceed at the desired rate. At present the 
Orientalg may think that one missionary 
is much like another, and this is a delusion 
that may lead them into really serious dif- 
ficulties,

‘“ LIGHT ON THE DREYFUS CASE.” 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

The Von Funcke story ‘told in The Pall 
Mall Gazette is surely a colored, theatrical 
light cast on a familiar tableau. The mis- 
tress stealing from her paramour his secret 
is a descendant of Delilah. One version is 
in Robert Browning’s poem, “ The Confes- 
sional.” The Von Funcke tale more nearly 
resembles one told of Gen. Washington 
while in this region during the Revolution— 
fully related in a pamphlet aear to collect- 


ors. In the Dreyfus case the cherchez-la- 
femme principle had already been represent- 
ed by a “veiled lady,’ the prisoner’s for- 
mer mistress, and no doubt this is the same 
figurante costumed for Act II. If Von Funcke 
carried a list of spies so curiously in a bag 
round his neck, instead of keeping them in 
cipher at home, how was the patriotic pros- 
titute to know its particular importance to 
the Government, unless he explained it to 
her? And could she read written German 
characters? That the Government did not 
(as in Browning’s poem) employ her is con- 
fessed by their not having made much of 
the discovery until after the memorandum 
was fourfd. Nor is there any imaginable 
reason why this ‘“corrobatory’’ item 
should not have been revealed to Dreyfus 
and this counsel, that would not equally 
have withheld from them the memorandum 
(or bordereau) on which the officer was con- 
victed. 

The appearance of this tale is some evi- 
dence that the French Ministry begins to 
wince under the unanimous opinion of for- 
eign countries, but also sad evidence that 
they do not at all understand the principle 
of equitable trial, on which that unanimity 
of condemnation is based. Every intimation 
that there were grounds for the conviction 
other than the only one revealed to the 
accused, however romantic the story, only 
emphasizes the sentence pronounced by 
mankind outside of France on the French 
procedure. But France will be historically 
credited with the protest of magnanimous 
M. Zola, and the heroic gentlemen who 
stand with him to confront the anti-Semitic 
bloodhounds.

I have read from your issue of the 17th 
inst. the article entitled ‘‘ The Publication 
of the Pension List,” and, as a veteran of 
the late war, I hereby desire to express 
my thanks for the position you have taken 
upon this important question. 

No event could give greater satisfaction 
to the surviving loyal commissioned officers 
of the volunteer force than the publica- 
tion of the names as proposed, for this ac- 
tion would undoubtedly uncover, in the ag- 
gregate, thousands upon thousands of 


names placed upon the pension rolls 
through channels of fraud and deceit—the 
names comprising that great army of de- 
serters, skulkers, bummers, malingerers, and 
all-around deadbeats whose methods were 
so well known to every regimental officer 
in service at the front during the war ot 
the rebellion. 

It has been reported that the Army of 
the Potomac alone, during its four years of 
existence, lost 100,000 men from desertions, 
and the record of my own regiment would 
seem to verify the accuracy of this state- 
ment, 

Take a full regiment of infantry, for ex- 
ample, with a thousand names on its rolls, 
and it was truly wonderful to see how that 
number would at times dwindle down to a 
few paltry hundreds. “In line of battle 
‘equipped,”’ a column in one of our reports 
showing to the commanding General how 
many men of the vast army could be de- 
— upon to face the enemy in shock of 

attle, and oh! what a disparity there was, 
made up principally of the classes to which 
I have alluded. 

They never fought, they never gave honest 
service during the war; but since its close 
the figures of our “roll of honor,”’ together 
with other facts of my own personal knowl- 
edge, lead me most conclusively to believe 
they are now serving their country on the 
pension roll. 

Let the roll be brought to the light of day. 
No meritorious soldier need fear the resulf. 
It is the opposite class who tremble when 
they think of the “handwriting on the 
wall.’”” And besides, the taxpayers of this 
country are justly entitled to the knowledge 
of where and to whom there is distributed 
every year the sum of $140,000,000. In my 
opinion, no visible question of public policy 
can change this fact.

There wera 
years when there could be only three Dem< 
ocrats identified upon all its long pay rollw 
It was in those days that the famous “ rais« 
ing of salaries,” which is still a legend off 
the department, took piece. which perhaps 
is what the Mayor had reference to by his 
question. 

The big bugs of the department on that 
occasion sent for each employe, and urged 
him to write a letter asking for increasa 
of his pay. Most of the latter complied, 
though it is said the aforesaid three Dem< 
ocrats declined. A bushel of these letters 
was collected, and brought to the notice 
of the Board of Estimate of that day. The 
result was an increase of the annual ap< 
propriation voted in bulk, the apportion«- 
ment to_individuals being, of course, left 
to the Board of Health.

FLAGSHIP IMPERIEUSE WAITS 


The Pheasant Already at Sea—Order to 
Have the Armament of the Em- 
press Boats Ready for Ship- 
ment on Short Notice. 








VICTORIA, B. C., Jan. 20.—Orders have 
been received at Esquimault by Rear Ad- 
miral Palliser from the Admiralty instruct- 
ing him to have every vessel in his fleet 
ready to start for China on forty-eight 
hours’ notice. 

Immediately all was bustle around the 
dock yards, the crews of the different ves- 
8els being busily engaged rushing coal and 
provisions on board. Then came an order 
for the Pheasant to start on her trip across 
the Pacific to-day, she being nearer ready 
than the others. To-night she will be well 
out to sea. Later instructions were re- 
ceived for the Imperieuse, flagship of the 
station, to proceed to the scene of activity. 
It was announced at first that she would 
start on Saturday, but the order has been 
countermanded, and it is thought the Ad- 
miralty has received reassuring news. 

It is not known whether or not Admiral 
Palliser would accompany her. It is not 
likely, unless the conditions in the Orient 
reach a climax, that the other vessels at 
present here will be ordered there. The 
Icarius is only a small vessel, and the 
Phaeton and Leander, having just com- 


pleted a long voyage, are in need of some 
repairs. In fact, the Leander is already 
in the drydock and the Phaeton is to fol- 
low her. It is not known just where the 
Amphion {is at present, but she has probably 
completed her work at Cohos Island and is 
coming North, being under orders to re- 
port at Esquimault. 

The Leander will 
next. 

The torpedo boat Destroyer will remain 
at Esquimault. The next order is one to 
have the armament of the Empress boats 
ready to be shipped on short notice.

ENGLAND’S ARMY READY. 


Lord Wolseley Says Better Pay Would 
Assure More Recruits. 
LONDON, Jan. 20.—General Lord Garnet 
Wolseley, Field Marshal and Commander 
in Chief of the British Army, speaking at a 
banquet in London this evening, refuted 
what he called “ pessimist notions current 

about the army.” 

Lord Wolseley asserted that if England 
declared war to-morrow she could have two 
of the finest and most fully equipped army 


corps in readiness for any British port be- 
fore ships could be prepared to embark 
them. He said furthermore that, if the men 
were better paid, there would be no diffi- 
culty in obtaining recruits, . 

The Daily Mail, commenting this morning 
on the recent Ministerial speeches and the 
proposed additions to the army and navy, 
thinks “it all proves that Lord Salisbury 
can be resolute when necessary.” 





Injured Missionary Out of Danger. 


BERLIN, Jan. 20.—The German mission- 
ary Homeyer of the Namjung Station, who 
was recently robbed and wounded near a 
place called Langthen, has_ returned to 
Namjung. He is now out of danger. The 
Chinese authorities have taken measures to 
protect the missionary station and have 
promised satisfaction. 


Kiao-Chau to be an Open Port.

campaign, took place to-day at Whipping- 
ham Church, where his remains are resting. 
The ceremony was attended by Queen Vic- 
toria, Princess Beatrice, (Princess Henry of 
Battenberg,) Princess Helena, (Princess 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein,) and Prin- 
cess Louise, (Marchioness of Lurne.)

LONDON, Jan. 20.—Henry Cyril Paget, 
Earl of Uxbridge, was married this after- 
noon to Miss Lilian Florence Maud Chet- 
wynd, eldest daughter of Sir George Chet- 
wynd, Bart. The ceremony took place in 
the Roman Catholic Church of St. Mary. 
There were twelve bridesmaids and many 
notable people were present in church, and 


afterward attended the reception which fol- 
lowed the religious service. The bride and 
bridegroom received 400 presents.

RACE TROUBLE IN PRUSSIA. 





Bill to Settle Germans in Posen and 
Westphalia Debated in the Diet. 


BERLIN, Jan. 20.—In the lower house of 
the Prussian Diet to-day the Imperial Chan- 
cellor, Prince Hohenlohe, in explaining the 
bill for increasing the fund for settling Ger- 
man proprietors in Posen and Westphalia, 
said the measure was intended to counteract 
the expansion of the Poles in the mixed 
districis and to strengthen the German 
element, adding: 

“We have no hostile aim. We shall al- 
ways live at peace with the Poles, if they 
become and remain honest Prussians,” 

Herr Jadzeniski, a Polish member, vigor- 
ously protested that the bill was unconsti- 
tutional, and complained of the “lack of 
paternal rule upon the part of the King 
toward the Poles.”’ 

The Minister of Agriculture, Baron von 
Hammerstein-Loxten, indignantly repelled 
the charge. It was the Germans, he claimed, 
who ought to complain of undue favor 
shown the Poles. 

Continuing, the Minister asserted that it 
was the duty of the kingdom to foster Ger- 
man customs manners in the eastern 
provinces, and, he added, the Empcror- 
King was ag conscious of his Guty in 
this respect. Fventually the bill was re- 
ferred to the Budget Committee. 





ANTI-JEW RIOTS IN FRANCE. 


A Committee Decides to Hold a Dem- 
onustration:on Sunday, Although 
It Has Been Prohibited, 


PARIS, Jan. 20.—The Minister of the In- 
terior, M. Barthou, at a Cabinet meeting 
to-day informed his colleagues of the meas- 
ures taken to prevent street demonstra- 
tions. He added that the proposed demon- 
stration on Sunday will be prohibited, 

The trial of Emile Zola will begin before 
the Assize Court on Feb. 7. 

From the Latin Quarter 2,00 students 
marched to the Hotel des Invalides, some 
raising shouts of ‘‘ Vive ]'Empereur.” They 
then crossed the bridges, where the police 
divided them into two bodies. One demon- 
strated in front of the Pepiniére Barracks, 
the other, numbering 500, demonstrated in 
front of M. Zola’s house with the usual 
cries. The police finally dispersed them, 
after making thirty arrests. 

Despite the Government prohibition, the 
Organizing Committee of Monday’s anti- 
Semitic meeting at the Tivoli Vauxhall has 
decided to hold a public demonstration on 
Sunday afternoon. 

Another student demonstratfon has taken 
place at Algiers. It was dispersed several 
times. Many arrests were made, and there 
were frequent fights in the Jewish market 
place, where several were slightly injured. 

Altogether, there have been 115 arrests 
to-day, and many of those arrested are 
kept in custody. 

t Rouen the police charged the students, 
but failed to disperse them. The troops 
have been consigned to barracks, and the 
police occupy the streets in force. 

Anti-Semitic disturbances have taken 
place throughout the day at Nancy. News- 
papers supporting Dreyfus were burned on 
the staircase of the university. 

A dispatch from Epinal, capital of the De- 
partment of Vosges, situated about 190 miles 
from here, says the first anti-Jewish dem- 
onstration took place there to-day. Placards 
bearing tthe now popular cries, denouncing 
Zola and the Jews and upholding the army, 
were posted in front of the Jewish stores, 








SOCIALISM IN GERMANY. 


Posadowsky Tells the Reichstag Its 
Ends Might Be Thwarted. 


BERLIN, Jan. 20.—The Home Office esti- 
mates have led to a debate in the Reichstag 
during the last two days on Socialism, the 
speakers expressing opinions in accordance 
with the views of their respective parties. 


Count Posadowsky, Minister for the In- 
terior, made a speech to-day, during which 
he expatiated on the revolutionary charac- 
ter of Socialism, which, he asserted, would 
never attain @s ends in Germany, “where 
the monarchical and dynastic sentiment is 
too deeply rooted, if the bourgeoisie, uniting 
with those religious forces which exercise 
a conciliatory influence upon the economic 
struggle, stand fast against the storm-flood 
of Social Democracy.” [Applause.] 





EGYPTIAN PRINCE’S DEATH. 


An Alleged American Bride and Poi- 
son Connected with the Mystery. 


MARSEILLES, Jan. 20.—Special advices 
from Egypt declare that Prince Said Ben 
Boussoo died recently under mysterious cir- 
cumstances, which have led to the belief 
that he was poisoned. He was in perfect 
health, it is said, up to the day he married 
a young American, a union which caused 
much annoyance to the Khédive. The next 
day, the story continues, the Prince was 
suddenly seized with a mysterious malady, 
and died in agony a few hours afterward 
in the arms of his bride. 


The story seems to have confounded 
Prince Said Ben Boussoo with Prince Mo- 


hamed Ali, brother of the Khédive, who, 
according to report, desired to marry a Phil- 
adelphia heiress,

ART TREASURES AT AUCTION 


Charles A. Dana’s Porcelains and 
Pictures Soon to be 
Dispersed. 








THE ART EVENT OF THE SEASON 


The Collections Were for Years the 
Noted Editor’s Chief Study and 
Delight -— Their Most Fa- 
mous Examples. 








As was announced in Tap NEw YorK 
TIMES about a month ago, the art collec- 
tions of Mr. Charles A. Dana will be sold 
by auction next month, 

The porcelains with the pictures will be 
placed on exhibition at the American Art 
Galleries; together with the fine collection 
of French and English masterpieces owned 
by Mr. Wiliam H. Fuller, about Feb. 9. 
The Dana porcelains will be sold in the 
galleries on Feb. 17, 18, and 19, and the pic- 
tures will be sold with those of Mr. Fuller, 
at Chickering Hall, on the evening of Feb, 
18. 

Mr. Dana’s chief hobby was the collec- 
tion and study of Oriental porcelains, and 
it is generally conceded by connoisseurs 
that the six or seven hundred objects which 
he brought together form one of the two 
finest private collections in America. Every 
specimen is the best of its class, for while 
the collection is not as large as that of 
Mr. Walters of Baltimore, its specimens 
were secured more for the personal delight 
of their owner than with the general edu- 
cational purpose that Mr. Walters had in 
forming his remarkable collection. 

The decision of Mr. Dana’s family to dis- 
pose of the art collections has been made 
with great reluctance, and the sole reason 
for the sale is that there igs no one of the 
family who is so situated as to give them 
proper care. Mrs. Dana resides virtually 
alone in Mr. Dana’s residence on upper 
Madison Avenue, where the collections are, 
and feels at her age that their possession 
is too great a care. Wanting, also, is the 
presence of their owner, who had given 


years of study and research to their acqui- 
sition, and whose chief delight in life was 
to spend his early morning hours among 
them. No connoisseur or littérateur of 
prominence who visited in New York in 
recent years felt that his visit was com- 
plete without an inspection of the Dana 
porcelains, and many New York friends of 
Mr. Dana also were accustomed to call 
upon him between 9 and 10 o’clock in the 
morning, knowing that they would then 
find him with his pictures and his porce- 
lains, and that aor could then enjoy and 
share the keen delight with which he in- 
spected the various objects and the rare 
learning and knowledge of them which he 
possessed. The appreciation of Oriental pot- 
tery and porcelains which is now so marked 
a feature of American art life, as well as 
the taste for their collection, is really due 
to Mr. Dana and to his friend, Mr. W. T. 
Walters of Baltimore, who died a few 
years ago. They were the first connoisseurs 
and art patrons to purchase intelligently 
these dainty relics of the old civilizations of 
the Orient, and to Mr. Walters’s liberality 
in opening his Baltimore llery to the pub- 
lic, and thus educating that public in the 
early art of Japan and China, and to the 
scholarly manner in which Mr. Dana talked 
and wrote in his newspaper of this art, pres- 
ent love of Oriental porcelains and thegrow- 
ing knowledge of them in this country are 
chiefly due. The dispersion, therefore, of 
such a collection as that made and owned 
by Mr. Dana is an art event of unusual im- 
portance. 

The Dana porcelains are thoroughly rep- 
resentative of the different Oriental dy- 
nasties where they were produced, and give 
the opportunity for a comprehensive study 
of the art. Among them is the first peach- 
blow vase ever brought to America, con- 
sidered by many connoisseurs the finest in 
existence; one of the three famous Haw- 
thorne ginger jars, with covers, from the 
Saltoun collection, the others being owned 
by Mr. Walters and Mr. James A. Garland, 
and that absolutely unique specimen of 
Chinese porcelain, the Rose du Bary vase, 
which is said to have cost $12,000. 

Mr. Dana’s collection of pictures, while 
not as nero as his porcelains, is still 
choice 


a ‘very one, and some _ are 
among the most representative examples 
of famous modern artists obtain- 
able. Particularly notable are the 
Corot, the famous ‘‘ Danse d'Amour”: the 
Diaz, ‘“‘La Marais aux Grenouilles”; 
Millet’s ‘*‘ Turkey Herder,” a superb ex- 


ample; the Jacque, the celebrated ‘ Sheep 
in the Forest’’; Rousseau’s “ Hay Field,” 
and the fine Daubigny, ‘On the Oise.” 
These five canvases of the Barbizon school 
form in themselves a rarely notable collec- 
tion. Mr. Dana owned, in addition, the 
splendid “‘ Bucintoro’” of Ziem, and Cour- 
bet’s ‘‘ Seashore.’”’ 

To this sale art connoisseurs and patrons 
will flock from all over the country, and it 
is probable that several of the pictures and 
numerous specimens of the porcelains will 
find their way to Europe, for the picture 
and porcelain oollectors of England and 
France have long been acquainted with the 
importance and value of the Dana collec- 
tions. The details of the sale have not yet 
been entirely arranged, but enough has 
been settled to enable this announcement 
to be made.

THE BOSTON ORCHESTRA. 





An Interesting Novelty by Massenet 
at the Third Concert. 


The third concert of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra at the Metropolitan Opera House 
last night was one of the most delightful 
entertainments which that delightfully en- 
tertaining organization has ever given here, 
It was attended by a large audience, which, 
according to a time-dishonored custom, 
spent most of its enthusiasm upon the solo 
features. When will the New York public 
reach that beatific state of musical culture 
in which the creation of the composer is re- 
garded as of more importance than the mu- 
sician who performs it? 

The programme last night consisted of the 
Academic overture of Brahms, the dramatic 
scena, ‘“‘Ah, perfido,’’ of Beethoven; Jules 
Massenet’s incidental music to “ Les 
Erinnyes,” an antique drama by Charles 
Marie Leconte de Lisle, the air ‘‘ Dich 
Theure Halle” from Wagner’s “ Tann- 
hauser,” and Dr. Antonin Dvorak’s sym- 


phony, “‘ From the New Workd.” The sing- 
er was Mme. Lillian Nordica. 

The incidental music composed by Masse- 
net for De Lisle’s modern imitation of 
Aeschylus is one of the most satisfactory 
productions of the gifted Frenchman. It 
possesses what much of his opera music— 
not all of it—lacks, and that is character. 
This music of Massenet, saturated ag it is 
with those traits of the French nature which 
make a Frenchman the Greek of the mod- 
ern world, has an atmosphere of its own. 
It makes the hearer think of Gluck, and 
Gluck was as near to the modern conception 
of oe in his music as it seems possible 
o be. 

Aside from its character this music is 
conspicuously beautiful in its thematic 
ideas and in the chaste clearness of its 
form and orchestral treatment. It is ad- 
mirably made from beginning to end, and 
gives a satisfying impression of grace. It 
Was most excellently played last night, and 
the ’cello solo in the invocation at the close 
of the “ Scéne Religieuse”’ was played with 
so much beauty of tone and expression b 
Mr. Alwyn Schroeder that it called for 
long-continued applause, 

The ‘ Academic Overture” was played 
with an abundance of precision and spirit 
and the Dvorak symphony with great at- 
tention to details, albeit Mr. Paur showed 
a disposition unduly to hurry the tempi 
here and there, particularly in the first 
movement. But the performance was, on 
the whole, admirable. 

Mme. Nordica’ was in superb voice, and 
she eang both her arias in a manner that 
left nothing to be desired. Her stature as 
an interpreter of dramatic music is con- 
stantly growing, and in the Beethoven air 
last night she soared to splendid heights, 
After the Wagner air the audience fought 
hard for an encore, but Mr. Paur does not 
permit the Sunday night habit to prevail in 
his presence. May his tribe increase.

“Trelawny of the Wells” Produced

LONDON, Jan. 20.—Arthur W. Pinero’s 
new four-act comedietta “‘ Trelawny of the

and wit and fully sustaining its author’s 
reputation.

READINGS FROM SCRIBE’S WORKS 


G. Castegnier Heard at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, 

G. Castegnier, the French lecturer, gave 
readings from the French dramatist Eugene 
Scribe yesterday afternoon at the Waldorf- 
Astoria.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock market irregular. 


The professional interests on the Stock 
Exchange are more largely on the bear 
than on the buli side just now, and this 
represents a rather material change from 
the situation existing at the beginning of 
the year. It does not mean that manipula- 
tion to put up and maintain the market 
value of specialties has disappeared, but in- 
dicates merely that the room trading con- 
tingent think they see profits in making 
short sales. TheSe same traders fought 
the advance in the market of last Summer, 
becoming bullish only when quotations were 
at the top. That they are now flocking to- 
gether on the bear side is not a spectacle 
which will very much alarm the veteran 
observers in Wall Street. 

*,* 

Commission house transactions are not 
large at present, but in that quarter it is 
clearly seen that so far as the general 
public is concerned there continues to be 
a feeling of the utmost confidence in the 
business situation. Outside of Wall Street 
there seem to be few blue spots, practically 
none outside some labor complications in 
New England, 

*,* 

Virtually the only warrant for anything 
else than business cheerfulness is in the 
fact ‘that Congress is at work doing what 
its experts can to create disturbance, Yes- 
terday there was a chill for the financial 
markets in the news that efforts had failed 
to head off Senator Teller’s resolution to 
cheapen the National credit. But even de- 
spite sensational reports of this kind from 
Washington’ few long stocks were sold, 
for there still is an abiding confidence 
among investors that no such National mis- 
fortune can come as is involved in the 
proposition to make a rush ttoward a silver 
basis. 

*,* 

Of the various groups of stocks, those 
having Klondike relationship ‘were dis- 
tinctly the strongest in yesterday’s trans- 
actions. Local transit stocks were under 
pressure, Manhattan being especially at- 
tacked. Local gas stocks, on the other 
hand, were given some new show of 
strength, while the anthracite coal stocks 
as a rule declined—possibly because of the 
early publication of annual reports. 

The short interest in the general market 
is larger than it has averaged at any time 
lately.

AN ENCOURAGING OUTLOOK. 

Mr. W. C. Ashwell of the Stock Exchange 
house of Ashwell & Co, talked yesterday to 
@ representative of Tom New York Timms 
regarding general business conditions and 
stock market prospects. Mr. Ashwell is 
bullishly inclined, looking for a great de- 
mand for speculative and investment shares 
which promise good results, and he views 
with a degree of surprise any opinion that 
expresses doubt as to the actual improve- 
ment in the manufacturing and commer- 
cial situation. Mr. Ashwell said: 

“This country has had three or four 
years of depression and has been on the 
verge of panic. The rest of the world in 
the same period also suffered notably from 
depression. In such times, however, many 
things happen which enable business men to 
effect economies in various directions, and 
adversity often leads to new and better 
methods, It is not alone that good times 
are due, following the long period of de- 
pressed general business, but they are des- 
tined to remain with us for several years 
as the result of the operation of a new 
conservatism among both consumers and 
producers. 

“There is a great deal of inquiry, par- 
ticularly for bonds. The good. dividend 
payers are eagerly sought by the public, 
but as these are taken up the demand for 
profitable investments will be felt in the 
market for stocks. Railway stocks are in 
good demand, and there can be little doubt 
that many of them will be put upon a 
dividend basis of 4 to 5 per cent. Bonds are 
now scarce, and when the interest yield on 
what is available in the bond market be- 
comes lower the demand will turn to. the 
speculative stocks which assure bigger. re- 
turns. Many roads that have been @hgag 1 
in building up their properties in the past. 
years are now mentioned by investors as 
likely to go on a permanent dividend basis. 
A good many stocks are to-day being sold 
away below their value, 

*‘Manipulation may send down specula- 
tive stocks for a time, but there can be no 
question as to their selling higher during 
this year than they have done in many 
years. I do not think there is any prob- 
ability of our having high money rates. 
Judging from the very best advices on that 
subject, it is likely that money will con- 
tinue cheap, and I cannot see how there 
can be anything in the nature of stringency. 

“Fears of the introduction of legislative 
matters certain to cause market declines 
are to be expected, but they are not based 
on any likelihood that adverse measures 
will be passed by Congress. It is the agita- 
tion of them that causes uneasiness, Once 
the foreign investor can securely feel that 
we have no intention of paying our debts 
in silver there will be the largest buying of 
good American securities that has ever been 
known, A settlement of the currency ques- 
tion on some satisfactory gold basis would 
allay all existing fears and strengthen the 
market, and I believe that the present 
Administration will do something to re- 
deem its pledges in this direction, no mat- 
ter what precise form legislation may take. 

“Gold imports to this country have been 
offset by the selling back to us our own 
securities; otherwise we should already 
have had immense shipments of gold from 
abroad. 

“The future of the country can discour- 
age no one. Conditions are entirely favor- 
able. I am confident that the present year 
will bring the business affairs of the United 
States as high above anything attained in 
recent prosperous times as they have gone 
below that level in times of depression. 
The man that cannot realize that the in- 
dustries and mercantile interests of this 
country have started in for healthy prog- 
ress is not to be regarded as much of a 
thinking individual. All the facts point in 
the direction of prosperity, and he looks 
Sut superficially into the subject who can- 


not see evidences of great improvement in 
the increases recorded from week to week 
in railroad earnings and in the purchasing 
power of the whole people.”’ 


KLONDIKE STOCKS AND BONDS. 


The Klondike stocks and bonds were the 
strongest and most active features of yes- 
terday’s market. In the face of heavy pro- 
fessional selling the Northern Pacific stocks 
held up without any show of weakness. The 
common sold as high as 28, and, despite the 
attacks upon it, kept above 27 all day. 
Northern Pacific preferred sold above 65, 
and did not go below 64%. The trading in 
both stocks was heavy, over 36,000 shares 
of the common and over 24,000 shares of the 
preferred changing hands. ~ 

Of late the’ persistent and aggressive buy- 
ing of the Northern Pacific stocks has been 
a matter of much comment in Wall Street, 
and, although insiders are and have been 
enthusiastically bullish, it is not generally 
believed that they have been doing all of 
the buying. Daily there come indications 
that powerful financial interests are at work 
in the stocks, and these indications are 
making it more and more evident that Eu- 
ropean interests are largely identified with 
the purchases. Many Wall Street men are 
finding close connection between Mr. Mor- 
gan’s present European trip and the simul- 
taneous strength of the Northern Pacific 
stocks. 

Oregon Improvement certificates sold up 
to 30 yesterday, and made a net gain of 14 
points for the day. Oregon Navigation sold 
at and closed at 50, a gain of 1% points 
over Wednesday’s closing. Oregon Short 
Line touched 25, and gained 1% points net. 
In none of these Oregon stocks did the sales 
amount to more than 4,000 shares. Their 
bonds were also strong. Oregon Short Line 
6s sold at 1254. The company’s first con- 
solidated 5s sold at 994%. The income is, 
Series A, sold up to 63%. 

Seattle, Lake Shore and Bastern ists were 
remarkably strong and active. They sold 
up to and closed at 76. Wisconsin Central 
lsts sold at 424%. Wall Street gossip has 
it that these latter bonds may be exchanged 
for Northern Pacific 3ds. 

Union Pacific stock was active to the ex- 
tent of nearly 25,000 shares, and held strong 
despite professional selling. Union Pacific, 
Denver and Gulf, on light transactions, 
also showed firmness. The consolidated 5 
per cent. bonds of the latter company sold 
at 57, and were quite active. Much talk is 
to be heard regarding the probability of a 
consolidation of Union Pacific, Denver and 
Gulf with the Union Pacific system. 


LOCAL RAILWAY SHARES. 


The local railway stocks were heavy yes- 
terday, although they all fluctuated within 
comparatively narrow limits. Manhattan 
Elevated, on transactions of over 26,000’ 
shares, sold as low as 116, and lost net a 
full point during the day. The stock was 
kept under constant pressure, and several 
times was raided in the interest of a group 
of traders who for some time past have 
been drawing their inspiration from one of 
the ablest of Wall Street’s fable manufact- 
urers, 

Metropolitan Street Railway was dull, but 


little more than 8,000 shares changing 
hands. The stock fluctuated between 140% 
and 138%, closing at 140, with a fractional 
loss. There is a short interest in Metropol- 
itan Street Railway, which came into exist- 
ence when the stock was around 133,a short 
time ago. The bearish feeling on the stock 
resulted from advance information of the 
deal whereby the Third Avenue Railroad 
acquired control of the Huckleberry line. 
The announcement of this was expected to 
have a bad effect on Metropolitan stock, and 
a considerable short line of it was then put 
out. 

Brooklyn Rapid Transit, on transactions 
of a little’ more than 6,000 shares, made @ 
fractional decline yesterday. Third Avenue 
Railroad was inactive. 


SPECULATIVE PLANS IN SUGAR. 


Sugar Trust, after showing notable 
strength in the first hour yesterday, sagged 
back to 136%, and finished the day with a 
net decline of 1 point. The transactions in 
the stock aggregated about 40,000 shares. 
The room attributed the early strength of 
the stock to buying by important interests. 
Wall Street men who have been closely 
watching the recent course of Sugar Trust 
believe that there is on foot some manipu- 
lative plan which will have sensational re- 
sults, but as to the nature of which the 
Street can do nothing but conjecture at the 
present time. Sugar Trust earnings are 
known to be tremendous, but the demands 
upon the company’s resources by the trade 
wars which are imminent may prove to be 
equally heavy. There is a large short inter- 
est in the stock, however, the room traders 
being uniformly bearish. 


NORTH AMERICAN ACTIVE. 


North American Company stock jumped 
suddenly into prominence yesterday. For 
some time past the stock has been inactive, 
daily transactions in it being extremely 
light. Yesterday, however, nearly 18,000 
shares changed hands, and the stock sold 
as high as 5%, closing within a fraction of 
that price. The heavy trading was due to 
reports of a proposed scheme for a recon- 
struction of the company’s business, and 
rumors of a dividend on the preferred 
stock of the Milwaukee Street Railway, 
which is the North American Company’s 
principal asset. This latter company, it is 
claimed, has been showing large earnings of 
late. Toward the close of business the 
room traders began to buy North American, 
and the stock was most active just before 
the close, 


EDISON ELECTRIC OF NEW YORK. 


The purchase of a single 100 shares of Ed- 
ison Electric Illuminating of New York yes- 
terday put that stock up 5 points, the 
transaction being made at 135. Edison Elec- 
tric is steadily finding new favor among in- 
vestors, and its improved earnings are 
monthly presenting evidence of the stock’s 
steadily increasing worth. 


AS TO HAWAIIAN SUGAR. 


Hawaiian Sugar showed much firmness 
yesterday. On transactions of about 3,000 
shares, the stock sold up to 31%, where it 
closed. Practically all of the buying was 
done by houses with Washington connec- 
tions. There has been considerable buying 
of the stock by the same houses recently, 
and some ‘Wall Street observers see in this 
significance as to the ultimate disposal by 
the Senate of the Hawaiian annexation ques- 
tion, 


COVER FOR THE OUTSIDE BOARD. 


Among the outside security brokers yes- 
terday there was shown a marked difference 
of opinion as to the advisability of ac- 
cepting the offer made by Mr. D. O. Mills 
of a room on the first floor of the Mills 
Building, rent free, in which the “ out- 
side board’? may meet and do its trading. 
Mr. Mills’s tenants object to the board block- 
ing the entrance to the building, and the 
police also have objections to the board’s 
occupancy of the Broad Street sidewalk. 
Consequently there has been of late much 
uncertainty as to the future trading ground 
of the outside brokers. 

The offer of a room in the Mills Building 
would seem to propose a settlement of 
this uncertainty, but yesterday there was 
considerable objection to any such move. 
The representatives of Stock Exchange 
houses were most persistent in their re- 
fusal to go into the Mills Building room, 
claiming that the Stock Exchange might 
construe such occupancy as eVidence of a 
regularly organized Exchange, and as such 
refuse to allow its members to do any 
business therein, On the other hand, it was 
argued that no organization would be neces- 
Sary, and that the congregation of brokers 
would be no more of an “ Exchange” than 
when meeting on the curb. 

Some of the brokers, among whom were 
those who do most of the trading in Stand- 
ard Oil certificates, went into the room yes- 
terday, and for a while there were two 
outside security boards, one comfortably 
housed and the other damp and umbrella- 
covered. Later, however, practically all of 
the brokers congregated on the “curb” 
again.

WEATHER BUREAU SERVICE 


Prof. W. B. Moore Explains Its Util- 
ity Before the Drawing Room 
Club at the Waldorf-Astoria. 








ITS SERVICES TO AGRICULTURE 


Predictions of Violent Disturbances the 
Means of Saving Millions of Dol- 
lars to the Inhabitants of Fruit- 
Raising Districts — Missis- 
sippi Floods Foretold. 








Pref. Willis B. Moore, Chief of the United 
States Weather Bureau at Washington, was 
the speaker of the evening at the Drawing 
Room Club, which held its regular monthly 
meeting last night at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel. He spoke on “ Air and Storm Phe- 
nomena,” and prefaced his remarks by ex- 
plaining the utility. of the Weather Bureau. 
He said in part: 

“The application of science to the indus- 
try of the wonld was never more fitly illus- 
trated than in the extensive and various 
wuses made of the present weather service 
of the United States. In briefly referring to 
some of the more striking instances of its 
utility, it may be said, to begin with, that 
on eur extreme western border the great 
raisin interests of California cure their 
fruit according to the weather reports. The 
rain forecasts for that region are more ac- 
curate than for many other sections of the 
country, which fact is due to proximity to 
the ocean and to the peculiar topography 
of the country. Nearly all of the im- 
portant vineyards are in telephonic com- 
munication with some central point from 
which forecasts of rain are distributed. 

“Many times. these forecasts can only be 
made four to eight hours ahead of the rain, 
and cannot, therefore, be distributed 
through the press, but the ttelephone comes 
to the immediate aid of the grower, and the 
warnings reach him in time to enable him 
to stack his trays of dried fruit and save 
them from the destruction which would oc- 
cur if rain should fall upon the open trays. 
In the same way the frost warnings for the 
extensive citrous regions of California are 
distributed, and millions of dollars saved 
annually. On the high plains of Montana, 
‘Wyoming, Colorado, and the Western Slope, 
the vast cattle interests quickly herd their 
flocks on the first warning of the coming 
blizzard, and without question hundreds of 
thousands of cattle are annually saved by 
reason of the forewarning of the greater 
number of destructive cold waves. 


Millions of Dollars Saved. 
“Further east the shippers of perishable 
produce and articles that may be injured 
by low temperatures promptly take heed of 
the warnings of impending marked changes 
in temperature, and the resultant profit 


runs in many millions. In the Mid- 
dle and lower Mississippi Valleys the 

reat floods that in former years destroyed 
n3undreds of lives and many millions of 
dollars in property, to-day, through the 
river service of the Weather Bureau, with 
its trained meteorologists, in charge of 
eighteen river districts, are rendered much 
less destructive, because it is possible to 
measure the volume of precipitation on the 
water sheds which cause these floods, and 
to accurately compute the height of the flood 
volume fully a weekerin advance of its 
reaching a flood stage in the fruitful valleys 
of the Mississippi and contiguous confluent 
streams. 

“As an illustration, it may be stated that 
tn the Yazoo Valley of the Mississippi—the 
most fruitful in the production of cotton of 
any region in the world—the value of live 
stock and movable property exceeds $7,000,- 
O00. The notice that a flood would cover 
this region was so far in advance that the 
loss of life and the destruction of movable 
property were inconsiderable. The ievees 
about the City of New Orleans, as a re- 
sult of the estimates made by the Weather 
Bureau that the water in five days would 
reach a greater height than on any previ- 
ous occasion, were raised two feet higher 
than they had ever been, and the City of 
New Orleans was saved from the flood. On 
the great lakes the destruction of life and 
property is but a small percentage of what 
it was fifteen years ago, due to the fact 
that to-day the mariners are students of 
the weather map, and that the warnings of 
the Weather Bureau accurately foretell 
nearly all storms destructive to commerce. 

“On our Gulf and Atlantic coasts during 
the past three years none of the twelve 
or fifteen severe hurricanes from the West 
Indies has touched a single port without 
the danger signal being displayed well in 
advance of the storm, and no wreck of 
any importance has occurred during this 
period. Conservative marine insurance peo- 
ple estimate that one West India hurricane, 
sweeping up the Atlantic seaboard without 
danger signals being displayed to give 
warning to mariners, would leave from 
$2,000,000 to $4,000,000 worth of wreckage, 
without taking into account the hundreds 
of precious lives that would be sacrificed. 

The Bureau Not Perfect, 

“ These are some of the utilities of science. 
The Weather service is far from perfect. 
Most of its failures are made in predicting 
rainfall, or in forecasting considerable 
changes of temperature. It does not pre- 
tend to name the eities and towns that will 
be struck by tornadoes, but it does very 
accurately foretell the sweep of extensive 
atmospheric disturbances, and the gain to 
the country at large, without doubt, must 
exceed $20,000,000 annually.” 

In speaking of some of the wonderful 
properties of air, Prof. Moore drew atten- 
tion to the fact that a foot of air weighs 
1 1-3 ounces; water is 773 times as dense as 
es mercury is 10,000 times as dense as 
air. 

*“‘An ordinary lecture hall, therefore,’’ he 
said, “40 by 50 feet, and 30 feet from floor 
to ceiling, would contain 500 pounds of air 
at a freezing temperature, and the wonder- 
tul elasticity of air is comprehended when 
it is said that if this ocean of air, fifty 
miles deep, were compressed downward un- 
til it became as dense as water it would 
form a layer round the earth only thirty- 
four feet thick, and if compressed to the 
density of mercury, it would form a layer 
only thirty-four inches deep. A very thin 
coat of varnish on a globe three feet in 
diameter would show the relative propor- 
tion of the depth of air to the size of the 
earth.”’ 

Other speakers who took part in the dis- 
cussion were Forecaster Dunn of the local 
Weather Bureau and Prof. D. W. Hering 
of the New York University.

LIED TO ESCAPE A WHIPPING, 


Boy Gags Himself and Says He Was 
Robbed, After Spending His . 
Wages with Friends. 


To escape punishment at the hands of his 
father for having spent nearly $8, represent- 
ing two weeks’ wages, in treating a number 
of other boys to drinks and theatre tickets, 
Irving A. Taylor, the fourteen-year-old son 
of Irving C. Taylor, a coffee roaster of 570 
Evergreen Avenue, Williamsburg, tied a 
handkerchief tightly over his nose and 
mouth, laid himself down in a doorway, and 
concocted a story that he had been robbed. 

He was found in that condition early yes- 
terday morning by Dr, Alfred Costales of 
439 Evergreen Avenue, in the vestibule of a 
house at 1,194 Gates Avenue. 

The boy had neither hat nor coat, and 
seemed to.be only partly conscious. The 
doctor assisted him to his feet and then

He said some un- 
known man had followed him from the 
elevated train at Gates Avenue, and after 
dragging him into the hallway of the Gates 
Avenue house, had robbed him of the $8. 
He said he was employed by Abraham &

The case was reported to the police, and 
an officer found the boy’s coat on a picket 
fence near by. His father was not inclined 
to believe the story told by his son, but the 
boy insisted ‘that he told the truth. Mr. 
Taylor then thought that, his son being sub- 
ject to eptic fits, he might have been 
robbed 'wW suffering from one’of his fits. 

Detective Baker of the Ralph Avenue Sta- 
tion was put on the case, went to the 
store where Taylor said he was employed, 
and learned that the boy had been dis- 
charged Wednesday afternoon, after having 
been paid $8, two weeks’ wages. Out of 
this money, the detective learned, Taylor 
had to pay to Joshua Murth a driver, 
$3.65, the value of a rug he had lost during 
the holidays. Continuing his inquiries, the 
detective found that after Taylor had gone 
away, he met four boys, whom he treated 
to drinks, and then paid their way to a 
theatre. When he finally left them, he had 
. handkerchief belonging to one of the 

oys. 

Baker then went to the boy’s house and 
examined him:closely. At first the boy clung 
to the story he had told, but when the 
detective.related what he had learned about 
the boy’s movements, young Taylor broke 
down and confessed. He took the detect- 
ive to a, lot in Gates Avenue, near Bush- 





wick, where he had buried the remainder of 


the money, and said that the reason he had 
made up the story was because he feared a 
whipping from his father. 


HUSBAND NAMED CORESPONDENT 


His Wife’s Former Husband Ignorant 
of the Divorce She Obtained.

BURGLAR PRISMAN ARRESTED 


He Had Been Sentenced in Brooklyn 
to Ten Years in Prison and 
Joined the Volunteers Aft- 
er His Release. 


ORANGHD, N. J., Jan. 20.—Miss Anna 
Hughes, a member of the American Volun- 
teers, who acts as private secretary to Com- 
mander Ballington Booth, was felled from 
behind by a man while on the way to her 
home from the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad siation in Orange on 
Thursday evening of last week. At present 
she is confined at her home, 40 Ridge Street, 
in a serious condition from the veffects of 
her injuries and shock, but will recover. 

The Orange police accuse Erich A. Pris- 
man of committing the crime, He was a 
reformed ex-convict who was employed at 
the Volunteers’ headquarters, and it is al- 
leged that he made love to Miss Hughes, 
who rejected his addresses. He is alleged 
to have told her that he would get even 
with her, and that she would rue the day 
When she crossed his path. 

Prisman is said to have known that Miss 
Hughes was going to her parents in Orange 
on the day of the assault. It is alleged 
that he broke open Mrs. Booth’s desk and 
took from it a sandbag, which was kept 
there as a curiosity, haying been presented 
to the Volunteers by a crook who had 
Joined the Volunteers and reformed. He 
came to Orange on a train ahead of Miss 
Hughes, it is said, and waited for her on 
Ridge Street. ; 

Miss Hughes was seen to-day at her par- 
ents’ home. She said: 

“I jJeft the Volunteer headquarters in 
New York at 5 o’clock last Thursday even- 
ing to take the 5:30 train for Orange. I 
reached Orange at 6:10, and, as usual, 
started to walk home, 

“It was dark as I passed along Ridge 
Street. Often other commuters walk home 
at the same time and by the same streets 
that I do, and, as I walk fast, I generally 
hear their footsteps behind me. I was sure 
there were none behind me that night, for 
there was no sound but my own footsteps. 

** Suddenly I received a terrible blow on 
the head and fell to the sidewalk uncon- 
scious. I must have lain there ten or fifteen 


minutes. When I came to I saw no one 
around. My head ached terribly. I felt 


deathly sick. 
“Staggering to my feet, I managed to 
stairs and lay on the 


eet home. I went u 
ed in my room, didn’t want to alarm 


my folks. At supper time they came up to 
find out why I was late and discovered me 
lying on the bed unconscious. I guess it 
Was about half an hour before I came to 
myself.”’ 

Drs. Edgar V. Moffett and Alice B. Con- 
dict found tnat Miss Hughes was suffering 
from an abrasion at the base of the brain. 
The injury, they claimed, was caused by @ 
blow, and they declared it would probably 
thhave killed her were it not fer the pecular 
manner in which she wore her hair under 
her poke bonnet. 

The injured girl is a sister to Miss Jennie 
Hughes, who is private secretary to Mrs. 
Baliington Booth. Both are bright, pretty 
girls, and were formerly connected with 
the Salvation Army. ‘They are good singers 
and take part in all volunteer meetings 
which are attended by the Booths. 

The police claim that after committing 
the assault, Prisman went back to New 
York and’ replaced the bag in Mrs. Booth’s 
desk, where it was afterward found in a 
soiled condition. It was unsoiled the last 
time Mrs. Booth had her desk open. 


Erich A, Prisman, alias George Bell, was 
arrested by Central Office Detectives Daly 
and Funston in a restaurant on Third Ave- 
nue, near Sixty-fifth Street, yesterday aft- 
ernoon, on a charge of. being the assailant 
of Miss Hughes. He was arrested on the 
request of the Orange police, who furnished 
the police here with a description of him. 
The prisoner was taken before Magistrate 
Deuel, in the Centre Street Police Court. 

e said he was thirty-six years old, that he 
ived ati438 East Sixty-sixth Street, and had 
no occupation. He was remanded to the 
Tombs until a requisition for him can be 
obtained. 

Prisman is an ex-convict. On March 38, 
1891, he was sent to the penitentiary for 
burglary by Judge Moore of Brooklyn. Aft- 
er his release from prison a short time 
ago the Volunteers of America tried to re- 
form him, and he then became acquainted 
with Miss Hughes.

Bome one has played an unappreciated 
joke on the Thirteenth Regiment bicycle 
members who have arranged a  mili- 
tary cycling tournament to be held in the 
armory at Sumner and Putnam Avenues 
in Broekliyn to-morrow evening.

Change in the Bank’s Name Defeated 
—Tax Arrears Remitted. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, via Galyeston, 
Tex., Jan. 20,—The Nicaraguan Congress to- 
day declared illegal the change of the name 
of the Bank of Nicaragua to the London 
Bank of Central America, and the proposal 
to change the domicile of the institution 
from Nicaragua to London.

DR. HALL MAY NOT RETIRE 


He Says that He Will Do What- 
ever Is Desired by the 
Congregation. 


NOT YET OFFICIALLY NOTIFIED 


It Is Believed that Under Certain Con- 
ditions He May Withdraw His Res- 
ignation from the Pastorate of 
the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church. 


When the action taken by the congrega- 
tion of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church Wednesday was reported to the 
Rev. Dr. John Hall, he expressed himself 

s much pleased. He declined to say if the 
resolutions adopted and petitions presented 
would induce him to reconsider his decision 
to resign from the pastorate, and said there 
would be time enough to reply to the com- 
mittee when they waited upon him officially. 

The congregation at a special session 
adopted resolutions declining to approve the 
resignation of Dr. Hall, and asking him to 
reconsider his decision to resign and ap- 
pointed a committee to notify him of the 
action taken, and to present to him a peti- 
tion signed by 970 of the members of the 
church. Robert Bonner, the Chairman of 
the committee, saw Dr. Hall for a few 
moments yesterday, and informed him un- 
officially of the action taken. 

Speaking of the matter later, Dr. Hall 
said: “I have no plan or purpose other 


than the good of the congregation. I am a 
minister—minister, you know, means the 
servant of the people, Whatever may be 
desired by the congregation I shall do if 
it be possible. It is a large congregation. 
I have so far had no assistant, although 
one has been offered to me. I cannot say 
yet what is to be done. Iam not a diocesan 

ishop, and I believe the power to select a 
minister lies with the congregation.” 

Dr. Hall refused to discuss the matter fur- 
ther for publication. Those whore anxious 
that he remain with the church take great 
comfort from his few words. They argue 
that his reference to an assistant means 
that if a majority of the congregation se- 
riously insist upon his withdrawing his res- 
ignation he will do so under certain cpndi- 
tions. Instead of accepting the position of 
pastor emeritus, he will remain in charge, 
while leaving to some younger man the 
more arduous duties of the parish. 

His statement that he will do, if possi- 
ble, whatever may be desired by the con- 
gregation is taken to mean that he has 
not finally, decided on the course to be 
taken, but‘ will do so when he considers 
the names absent from the petition. An 
effort is to be made to secure the name of 
every member of the congregation before 
the petition is presented. 

Howard Payson Wilds, 
spokesman for the congregation Wednesday 
night, reported to Mr, onner yesterday 
that he would hand over to him the reso- 
lutions, &c., to-day. As soon as he re- 
ceives them, Mr. Bonner will eall a meet- 
ing of the committee to decide what formal 
action is to be taken in the premises. Mr. 
Bonner said the formal] notification to Dr. 
Hall would probably be made to-morrow or 
Monday. 

He said that Dr. Hall’s determination to 
retire was not hurriedly arrived at. He had 
for more than a year expressed his inten- 
tion of resigning at the expiration of thirty 
years’ service, and although a difference 
of opinion with the session of the church 
might have precipitated the action a lit- 
tle, it was in no way responsible for it. 
Mr. Bonner declined to express any opin- 
fon as to what if any effect Wednesday 
night’s meeting would have upon the posi- 
tion taken by Dr. Hall.

George J, Gould Sends No Reply to A. 
E, Orr's Letter. 


President Gould of the Manhattan Rail- 
way Company made no reply yesterday to 
the letter addressed to him by Alexander

SUITS FROM THE THORN TRIAL. 


Creditors Will Sue Because of a Re- 
duction in Their Bills, 


The Queens County Supervisors will have 
a number of suits on their hands to defend 
as the outcome of the Thorn jury stopping 
at the Garden City Hotel. First the Super- 
visors cut the bill of the hotel company 
down from $2,049.45 to $904.45, and now the 
bills of Drs. L. N. Lanehart of Hempstead, 
W. C. Burnett, and B. G. Strong of Long 
Island City, who attended Juror Magnus 
Larsen during his illness, have been re- 
duced. Dr. Lanehart charged $800 and Dr. 
Burnett $400, and each were allowed $200. 
Dr. Strong put in a bill for $50, but was al- 
lowed only $10. 

The three doctors announced their inten- 
tion yesterday of not accepting the reduc- 
tion. They said they would sue the county 
for the differences in their bills. It is ex- 
pected that the Garden City Hotel will serve 
notice on the Supervisors of a suit to re- 
cover the reduction made in the hotel bill. 


THE FLYNN ESTATE LITIGATION. 


Plaintifi’s Counsel Asserts that False 
Deeds Were Made. 


When John Flynn, a liquor dealer of 
Carlton Avenue, Brooklyn, died on Oct. 18, 
1897, he left an estate of about $500,000. 
His children by his first wife, Regina, and 
William J. Flynn were made executors and 
trustees. His two infant children by his 
second wife were provided for and a yearly 
income of $1,800 in lieu of dower was given 
to their mother. The widow refused to ac- 
cept the bequest, and brought an action 
for admeasurement of dower in the real 
estate, which was valued at about $400,000. 

Lawyer John C. Judge, in behalf of the 
defendants, moved before Justice Maddox 
in the Supreme Court yesterday to make 
the complaint more definite. Counsel as- 
serted that three pieces of real estate: in- 
eluded in the complaint as being part of 
the property were not part of his estate 
and that the allegation respecting these 
pieces ought to be numbered as a separate 
cause of action. 

The plaintiff's counsel contended that the 
deeds for the property were fraudulent. De- 
cision was reserved.

The court of inquiry ordered by Secretary 
Long to investigate the alleged irregularties 
in the administration of affairs at the Ma- 
rine Barracks in Flushing Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, was begun yesterday.

Ex-Mayor Strong Succeeds Cornelius 
N. Bliss as President—Other 
Officers Chosen. 


Ex-Mayor William L. Strong of this city 
was elected President of the American Pro- 
tective Tariff League to succeed Cornelius 
N. Bliss at the thirteenth annual meeting of 
that organization, held at its headquarters, 
185 West Twenty-third Street, yesterday.

Second Vice-President, Joseph E. Thropp; 
Treasurer, Chester Griswold; General Sec- 
retary, Wilbur F. Wakeman; Executive 
Committee, T, M. Ives, New York; P. C.

LEGAL NOTES. 


ACCIDENT FROM SPEEDING HorsEs.—On 
April 23 last Baruch Kahn, who was driv- 
ing a Brewster road wagon up the easter- 
ly side of Jerome Avenue at a moderate 
rate of speed, when near One Hundred and 
Seventy-first Street, discovered Frederick 


Hisler ooming down the avenue driving a 
spirited horse before a light road wagon, 
speeding with another horse drawing @ 
light wagon, to Bisler’s right. lEisler’s 
horse was going at the rate of about a 
mile in three minutes, and was east of the 
middle,of the roadway. When his horse 
was first seen by Kahn the latter thought 
it was a runaway, and made every effort 
to get out of the way, but it came so fast 
‘that it collided with his wagon before he 
had an opportunity to escape. These facts 
were elicited on the trial of a suit brought 
by Kahn in a District Court to recover dam- 
ages from Bisler for injuries to his, horse 
and wagon. The Appellate Term has af- 
firmed judgment given on conflicting evi- 
dente in favor of 'the plaintiff. In his opin- 
ion, Justice McAdam said: ‘“ One thing is 
certain. The defendant was driving at 
such a high rate. of speed, with his mind 
on the horse he was speeding, that it is 
doubtful whether he had his horse under 
such control as to avoid doing damage to 
others lawfully using the highway; and it 
is highly probable that the accident oc- 
curred from this cause.”’

AN INFERENCE THAT Liquors WERE 
SoLp.—In a _ prosecution against Michael 
Cramer in the Court of Special Sessions, in 
Schuyler County, for selling strong and 
spirituous liquors without a license, the af- 
fidavit stated that on a day named the 
affiant went into the “place” of the ac- 
cused and there drank seven or eight 


glasses of wine or whisky, which made him 
intoxicated, and that it was the only time 
in two years that he had been there to 
“ get anything to drink.” The Third ~ 
late Division had affirmed judgment.of the 
County Court of Schuyler County affirming 
Cramer’s conviction, holding, in an opinion 
by Presiding Justice Parker, that the affi- 
davit justified the inference of a “sale,” 
and gave the Magistrate jurisdiction to 
issue a warrant for the arrest of the ac- 
cused. The Court held it was not necessary 
that the facts before a Magistrate upon an 
application for a warrant should be suf- 
ficient to convict; it was enough that they 
pointed toward the commission of a crime 
and tended to a conviction. An allegation 
that the accused had no license was held 
to be sufficient, although made upon in- 
formation and belief.

Wipow’s DEATH BENEFIT.—A judgment 
secured in the Eighth District Court by 
Susie Schafer against the United Brother- 
hood of Carpenters of Local Union No, 64 
for death benefit as the widow of a mem- 
ber has been affirmed by the Appellate 


Term. The defense was that a short time 
before his death Schafer had become in- 
debted to the union for three months’ dues, 
and therefore, under a provision of its by- 
jaws that a member was “not eligible to 
any benefits until three months after all 
arrears are paid in full,’”’ the death ben- 
efit had been forfeited, although it was ad- 
mitted that all arrearages had been paid in 
full ten days before the husband’s death. 
The by-laws provided that a member®in- 
debted for two months’ dues should be 
notified by the Financial Secretary, but 
in this case no such notice was proved. 
Justice Bischoff, who gave the opinion of 
the court, said it was well settled that the 
words employed in by-laws, such as this, 
governing the rights of these parties are 
to be liberally construed in favor of the 
beneficiary so far as may be necessary: to 
a determination of what was understood 
by the latter to be their meaning. The no- 
tice provided for by this particular by-law, 
as reasonably interpreted, was to precede 
the imposition of the penalty for suffering 
the indebtedness to continue.

ALLEGED CONFESSION IMPROPERLY Ex- 
CLUDED.—Constantine De Kamalaris was 
sued in the Sixth District Court for alleged 
conversion of a large quantity of Turkish 
cigarettes, which had been intrusted to him 
by Michael Notara and others, the plain- 
tiffs, for sale on commission. The defendant 
insisted that the cigarettes were sold to him 
on credit, and that the plaintiffs were in- 
debted to him in $255 for a 5 per cent. de- 
duction, which he contended they agreed to 
allow him on the gross amount paid by him 
on his purchase from them. Prior to bring- 
ing this suit, thé plaintiffs had caused the 
defendant’s arrest on charges of having 
misappropriated the pr s of the sales 
made, and on the trial they called an offi- 
cer connected with the detective bureau as 
a witness to show admissions then made by 
the defendant. These admissions, it ap- 
peared, were made while he was in the cus- 
tody of the officers and while arraigned in a 
Magistrate’s Court. The Justice on the trial 
of this action excluded all evidence in refer- 
ence to these admissions, and because of 
error in that respect, judgment given for 
the defendant has been reversed by the Ap- 
pellate Term. Justice McAdam, who gave 
the opinion, holds the rule to be that where 
a party to a civil action has made admis- 
sions of facts material to the issue in the 
action, it is always competent for the ad- 
verse party to give them in evidence; and it 
matters not whether the admissions were in 
writing or by parol, nor when nor to whom 
they were made. ‘The Court holds that no 
different rule applies when the statements 
are made by a person while in the custody 
of an officer, under a criminal charge, or 
while being arraigned in a criminal court. 
The circumstances under which the confes- 
sion is made may affect the value to be 
given to the evidence, Justice McAdam says, 
but does not affect its competency when 
offered as an admission against interest in 
a purely civil proceeding. 


RATS DERANGE ELECTRIC BELLS. 


They Eat Off Insulating Material and 
Cause Trouble in a Hotel. 


Considerable excitement was caused in 
Belvedere Hotel, at Danforth Avenue and 
Old Bergen Road, Jersey City, at 1 o’clock 
yesterday morning by the repeated ringing 
of the annunciator, while in the restaurant 
several bells were rung at once, the ringing 
being repeated at frequent intervals. The 
guests in the hotel denied that they had 
rung the bells, and the clerk and several 
other employes listened to the ng and 
told ghost stories until daylight. hen an 
electrician was called in. 

He found that rats had eaten off the in- 
gsulation in places, and, exposed wires 
coming in contact, had formed a circuit 
and kept the bells ringing merrily. 


F. Gebhard’s Personal Taxes,

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THE NEW CITY ESTIMATES 
The Mayor Warns All Department 


Chiefs to Expect Heavy 
Reductions. 


LARGE INCREASES ASKED FOR 


Mr. Van Wyck Objects to the Large 
Number of Branch Offices Called 
For — He Demands Details 

of Expenses. 


Mayor Van Wyck, at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment, gave warning to the heads of the 
departments that he would not permit the 
least extravagance in the administration of 
the affairs of the new city. 

“We are now one municipality, instead 
of five,”’ he said, ‘‘and ‘there is no necessity 
for the establishment of so many branches 
of the departments in the various boroughs 
and the creation of so many new officials. 
All of the work ought to be done from one 
central office. It is certain ‘that reductions 
will be made in every budget. 

“I want it distinctly understood that we 
Shall not sign any bond for any purpose 
whatsoever that will carry the budget up 
to the debt limit, and we shall not create 
any extraordinary expense unless we are 
required to by the Legislature, and not 
then till we have been mandamused by the 
Court of Appeals.” 

The police budget was under considera- 
tion when the Mayor was making these re- 
marks, which he directed at the chiefs of 
the departments over the head of President 
York of the Police Board, who looked de- 
cidedly uncomfortable while the Mayor was 
talking. 


Big Increase for the Police. 


The police estimates were the most im- 
portant of the four submitted yesterday. 
The total, which included an estimate for 
the Bureau.of Blections, was over $13,- 
000,000, an increase of several millions over 
the budgets of 1897. The details of the es 
timate are as follows:

The appropriation for the Department of 
Police in New York City for 1897 was 
$6,983,989, and the budget for 1898 was 
$7,051,630. The amount appropriated by 
Brooklyn was, according to President York, 
$2,255,000, a total for the two cities of 
about $9,000,000. Besides these, there was 


in New York an spemcpriation for the Park 
Police of about $400,000. 

“Our joy at a possible reduction will be 
short lived,’”’ commented the Mayor. “I 
thought that this estimate at least might 
be less than last year. I must ask you, 
Mr. York, for a comparative and tabulated 
statement, showing what you want these 
amounts for, and how much was expended 
for similar work last year in all of the 
boroughs.”’ 

“But, Mr, Mayor,” said. President York, 
“we want the budget acted upon so that 
we can meet the salaries for the month.” 

“ Well,’”’ responded the Mayor, “ali that 
I can say is that your department was on 
the calendar four days ago, and it’s your 
own fault if it has not been considered be- 
fore. You should have been here to sub- 
mit it, and then we should have done with 
it. I want to say td you, though, that 
reductions will be made in every depart- 
ment.” 


Details in Street Cleaning Demanded. 


The board then took up the Street Clean- 
ing Department. The Mayor made objec- 
tions to some of the items, and demanded 
from Commissioner McCartney a detailed 
statement with regard to the increase in 
the appropriations asked for. The estimates 
are as follows:

The reply not satisfying the Mayor, he 
asked for a statement in detail. The 
amount spent in Brooklyn last year was 
$770,900. 

Buildings, Lighting, and Supplies. 

Wien the items of the budget of the De- 
partment of Public Buildings, Lighting and 
Supplies were being considered Commis- 
sioner Kearney explained that the enormous 
increase in his department was due to the 
fact that in the last days of the old munici- 
palities the towns in Queens and Richmond 
made contracts for lighting in total expense 
far in excess of any contracts that hal been 
before made by them. Mr. Kearney said 
that the new city should, if possible, re- 


pudiate these contracts. He said that were 
they to stand they would increase the budget 


$500,000,

CURB BROKERS IN TROUBLE. 


Not Allowed to Assemble in Front of 
the Millis Building. 


The “Open Board of Brokers,” or “The 
Curb,” suffered a periodical rebuff yester.- 
day. They meet, when not harried by police- 
men with requests to move on, at the en- 
trance to the Mills Building in Broad Street. 
At times these brokers have important and 
large transactions in a day’s dealings, espe- 
cially in Standard Oil certificates and cer- 
tain gas shares. Yesterday they were noti- 
fied that their assembling at the entrance 
of the building annoyed the tenants and 
those having business with them and the

ONE MORE MRS, RATCLIFFE 


A Third Wife of the Actor May 
Be Emily Statham of 
England. 


THE MOTHER-IN-LAW’S LETTER 


Ratcliffe Held Under $3,000 Bail on 
the Charge of Perjury—He Will 
Be Arrested for Bigamy If 
He Is Released. 


District Attorney Gardiner received yes- 
terday a letter from a woman in England, 
who signed herself Maria Statham, saying 
that her daughter, Emily, had been married 
in 1881 to a man whom the writer believed 
to be Edward J. Ratcliffe, the actor now 
in the Tombs, pending the carrying out of 
& séntence of six months in the penitentiary 
for assaulting his wife, the daughter of 
Peter De Lacy. The letter appears to be 
from a woman of little education. It is 
written in an unformed hand, and some of 
the words are spelled incorrectly. It is 
dated Jan. 11, and in it she says: 

Havi seen in the Manchester paper that a 
man of the name of Ratcliffe had got six months’ 
hard labor for brutally beating his American 
wife, and that he swore on oath that he was 
n married in England, I beg to say that he 
married my daughter, Emily, on the 22d of 
March, 1881, and that he cruelly beat her, and he 
left England because she summoned him, and he 
did not appear; but the Magistrate sentenced 
him to six months, and he went away. We did 
not know where he went. .. 

Once before, when they had been wedded 
about two or thre: years, he went to America 
and staid away nine years. While he was 
away she managed a butchering business for me, 
and was very successful. She saved about £1,000, 
and he came back and. promised that he would 
be a good husband. She and her boy were with 
me then, but he began to be bad again, and he 
would not Jet her do any business properly, so 
she had to’give it up, and she bought a Dlaok 
of buildings in Matlock, Bath, and they kept a 
restaurant there. But he was very often worse 
for drink, and was very wild, so now she is in 
bad health, and living on her own means. My 
daughter is quite willing to go over and give 
evidence, Penne he is safe from doing her any 
harm, and you to pay all expenses, both going 
and coming back. 

And while she is there please to write and give a 
description of the man Ratcliffe, so that I may be 
sure. whether it is the same Ratcliffe. His moth- 
er died Noy: 5, 1896, and left him £1,000. He 
was in America when she died, and they wired 
for him. 

Please write by return post, Mrs. Statham, re- 
freshment rpoms, Cromford, Matlock Bath, Dev- 
onshire, England. 

The District Attorney is somewhat skep- 
tical ag to the woman’s ‘statements. He 
says the dates she gives make it a little 
doubtful if the man she claims married her 
daughter is the Ratcliffe in the Tombs. He 
has not decided whether or not he will send 
for-Emily Statham as a witness. 

When Ratcliffe was informed of the re- 
ceipt of the letter and its contents he burst 
into a. laugh. 

“Guess again,” he said. 
got me yet.” 

Ratcliffe was arraigned before Magistrate 
Deuel in the Centre Street Court yesterday 
on the charge of perjury, on which he was 
rearrested on his release from the Tombs 
the day before. Assistant District At- 
tornéy Lloyd asked that bail be fixed at 
$5,000, as thé maximum sentence for per- 


jury committed during the trial of a per- 
son charged with felony is twenty years. 

“Your Honor,” broke-in Mirabeau IL. 
Towns, counsel for the prisoner, excitedly, 
‘you promised me bail would not be more 
than $2,000.”’ 

The Magistrate fixed bail at $3,000, and 
promised Mr. Lloyd that the District Attor- 
ney’s office would be notified if a bonds- 
man appeared. Ratcliffe was then taken 
back to the Tombs. 

A warrant for Ratcliffe’s arrest on the 
charge of bigamy has been issued in New 
Jersey. It is in the hands of a detective 
attached to the District Attorney's office. 
It.will not be served until the arrival from 
England of Caroline Ravenhill, who claims 
to have been married to the actor, unless 
= latter is released on bail on the per- 
ury ¢c : 

Ratcliffe will be examined again on the 
charge of perjury in the Centre Street Court 
next Tuesday. 

Yesterday Mrs. Alice @Me Lacy Ratcliffe, 
accompanied by a répresentative of Howe 
& Hummel, visited Hoboken, where she 
made an affidavit of her marriage to Rat- 
cliffe, to be submitted to the Hudson Coun- 
ty Grand Jury, which is to consider the 
charge of bigamy.
